and the subsequent developments are inter- 
esting and sensational. | 
Thursday morning, while the Twelfth 
Street Police Court was in session, a stable- 
owner named Foley, who has his barns on 
Fittoenth street, near Centre avenue, en- 
“tered the court-room and told Lieut. Beck 
that a young man had been trying to seil him 
a white horse and a wagon, and that he had 
purchased the rig for $10 in order to detain 
the fellow and notify the police. Officers. 
’Maliey and Halle were sent out, and they 
arrested the man at the barn. He im- 
eda fainted. He soon regained 
nsci ess, and was started for the 
station. His great agitation was noticed by 
the officers, but not understood. They joked 
him about it, and one made a light remark 
in which he mentioned Dr. Cronin’s name. 
The prisoner evinced astrong tendency to 
faint again, and gasped : | 
n tell you ali when I get to the station.” 
WHAT THE OFFICERS WERE TOLD. 

The officers did not know what to make of 
bis actions. They did not then suspect him 
of knowing anything about the trunk mys- 
tery. or connected therewith. 

At the station he gave the name of Frank 
J. Black, though his name is really Wood- 

ruffl. His age is 26 years, and he said 
he was a Canadian by birth and 
a railroad employé by occupation. When 
the detectives called Lieut. Beck's attention 
to the prisoner’s remark the Lieutenant 
jumped to the conclusion that the white 
horse was the one attached to the wagon 
which hauled the mysterious trunk. Wood- 
ruff was taken into Beck's room, and vol- 
unteered to make a confession, whicb was 
taken down by Desk Sergeant Cosgrave. 
The confession was made after Woodruff 
was impressed with the fact that no promise

The latter got 
into the wagon and told Woodruff to drive to 
the rear of No. 528 North State street. Here, 


ia - Woodruff says, they met a man Woodruff 


supposed to be Dr. Cronin, and also a man 
named Dick Fairburn, the latter a sporting- 
man and well known to Woodruff as a des- 
perate tellow. They entered the barn and 
hauled out a trunk. The man whom Woodruff 
supposed to be Dr. Cronin was ex- 
tremely impatient and nervous and 
urged the others to fasten. They 
addressed him as Doc and when 
he made an impatient remark to Fairburn 
the latter said: All right, Doc, we'll hur— 
ry.“ When the trunk was put into the 
wagon King and Fairburn got in also and 
the rig started north while the Doc“ was 
left behind. The horse was guided up the 
Lake Shore drive to the north end of Lin- 
coln Park. At this point a stranger in a 
high cart, driving a  buckskin-colored 
horse, approached the wagon from be- 
hind and Woodruff was told to 
He turned off 
the road into a parallel driveway and went 
up about a quarter of a mile, where he was 
told to halt. On the way up King gave him 
in payment for his services. He heard

WOODRUFF REGRETS HAVING TALKED 


He Tells a “Tribune” Reporter He Is Sorry 
He Confessed— Big Companions. 

Woodruff isa mild-mapnered young man. 
cheap material, and there 
is nothing flashy about him. The man has a 
bad complexion, square features, heavy jaws, 
and a pronounced squint in one eye. He told 
* TRIBUNE reporter that he regretted hav- 
made a confession when he 
found that his arrest was caused by 
the suspicion that he was a horse. 
thief and not for any connection with the 
trunk mystery ashe haa at first supposed. 
It was bis first suspicion that caused the vio- 
lent agitation noticed by the police. Not 


principles, but he feared Fairburn, who, be 
says, is a desperate man and would not hesi- 
tate to murder him. 

“Fairburn warned me to say nothing 
about the job,” said Woodruff, “‘ and threat- 
ened if laid that he would kill me if he had 
to wait twenty years to do it.“ 

Do you know Dr. Cronin?’ 

I never saw him before Sunday morning, 
but I knew him.” 

Are you sure it was he?” 

“Quite sure. He had a black eye and acut 
On his forehead over the eye, and his face 
was a littie swollen.” 

Woodruff’s description of Cronin as he 
gave it to Lieut. Beck was said by that of- 
ficer to be A good one. 

“I could put my hands on Cronin through 
King inside of three days,” continued Wood- 
ruff. “My impression is that there was an 
operation performed on the girl and that she 
died in consequence. Who she was I don’t’ 
know.” 


HIS DESCRIPTION OF THE MEN. 
Further questioning developed the fact 


that Woodruff had made up his mind to leave 


the city and, as he-had received money 
through the Welis, Fargo & Company Ex- 
press Tuesday from his father in California, 
he said he stole the horse and wagon he had 
used Sunday morning and was trying to sell 
itin orderto increase his funds. He had 
made the acquaintance of King in Port Hur- 
on eight years ago. Woodruff was then 
au jockey and King was following the 
races. Fairburn be had also known 
for some years. Woodruff thought King 
lacking in the nerve to stand 
in a case like the present, but thought Fair- 
burnin every way fit forit. King, accord- 
ing to Woodruff, is about six feet tall, stout, 
wears a heavy dark mustache, and hasa 
gentiemanly appearance. He is 32 years old 
and has dark harr. He was neatly dressed 
at the time Woodruff last saw him and wore 
a light overcoat. Woodruff told him he 
would like to meet him some day during the 
week, but Kinz did notappear. Woodruff 
said King often went by the alias of Bots- 
forth. His nome is thought to be in New 
York. 

Fairburn is described as a short. heavy-set 
man, about five feet five or six inches tall, 
with gray hair, a little bald, and a mustache 
turning gray. | 

Both men were found by the police to be 
hard cases. Each has a partner who is now 
in the penitentiary. Fairburn is said to bea 
desperate thief, whose alias is Neil 
White, and who has served time. He used 
to live in Minneapolis. A woman living at 
No. 18 Clinton street, who knew him five 
years ago, says she has not seen 
him for two years, and did not 
know he was in town. King was 


stopping at the*Washington Hotel, Madison 


and Canal ts. Officers were watching 
the haunts of the two men last night in the 
hope of catching them. 

THE POLICE SEE VAN PRAAG. 

Mose Van Praag, brother of the vroprietor 
of the gambling house where Woodruff lost 
his money, was seut for by the Twelfth 
street police. He looked at Woodruff and 
said he had :never seen him before, and fur- 
ther said he knew neither King nor Fair- 
burn. 

Why, of-course he knows me.“ said Wood- 
ruff. ** Last Wednesday be gave me a card 
to see a friend of his.“ 

Woodruff come here from Los Angeles, 
where his father ruus a mill. He gave the 
police ali the information he could and said 
he was an innocent participant in the matter. 
Until he saw the corpse he thought the trunk 
contained some stolen property which King 
wanted to plant.“ 


WOODRUFF’S TRIP WITH THE POLICE. 


Takes Officers Over the Route He 
Claims to Have Traveled. 

Woodruff's confession was made within 
two hours after his arrest. Little was done 
about it until late in theeyening, when Capt. 
O'Donnell held a consultation with Capt. 
Schaack, the result of which was that in 
order to test Woodruff's truth fulness he was 
taken out and allowea to drive over the en- 
tire route said to have been traveled by him 
Saturday night. : 

‘Starting from Webster and Lincoln ave- 
nues he proceeded directly to North State 
and Schiller streets, turned into the alley 
between State street and Dearborn aveaue 
on Schiller, and stopped in front of the barn 
in the rear of No. 528 North State street. 

„This is the place where the trunk was 
taken from,” he said. . 

From there the drive was north to North 
avenue, where Woodruff turned to the right 
and struck the Lake Shore drive. Opposite 
the artesian well he stopped, and, pointing to 
a clump of bushes, said that that 
was the place where the body had 
been taken out. The piace is just 
below the sand hills which have recently 
been planted with evefgreens and shrubbery. 
Woodruff deciared positively that this was 
the spot where the trunk was emptied and 
the mutilated body ‘taken out and leit with 
Fairbairn and King. 

From this point he drove unhesitatingly to 
the spot where the empty trunk was found 
on the Evanston road north of Sulzer street. 
His course was along the Lake Shore drive 
to Belmont avenue, thence to Evanston 
avenue, thence north until Sulzer road was 
reached. 

SCHAACK BELIEVES THE MAN. 

„e went straight to the spot where the 
trunk was dropped,“ said Capt. Schaack after 
relating the story, “and that he was not 
lying about it Lam convinced. He explained 
how the trunk fell sidewise in the ditch, 
burst open, and the lid flewoff. I believe 
the fellow is telling the truth.“ 

“Couldn’t he have gotten the idea from 

news rs! 
* That — of it, perhaps, but I'll tell vou 
what makes it appear to me that this 
isn’t a cooked up story. In the first 
place the men whom he describes 
as the two who accompanied him with 
the trunk and body that night are men 
whom my officers have frequently seen this 
spring and winter hanging around that barn. 
In the second piace the wagon that he de- 
scribes as having taken out that night has 
been identified as the one seen by Officer 
Wood with three men in it at the exact hour 
Woodruff claims to have driveniton the 
lake shore; and finally his description of the 
way tne trunk lay after he had thrown it in 


the ditch on the Evanston road. Here are 


facts that nobody who didn’t know of them 
id possibly teil.“ 
9 is — fact the Captain might 
have added to further substantiate the truth 
of Woodruff’s statements. This man could 
never have seen the trunk found on the 
Evanston road unless he took it out Saturday 
night. Yesterday he described 1t accurately 
as a large, square - topbed, imitation leather 
trunk of the kind which he called boot and 
shoe box.” How could this man describe the 
trunk if he did not take

CHRISTIAN VS. ATHEIST. 


A THEOLOGICAL DISCUSSION AT THE 
PRINCESS OPERA-HOUSE, 


Dr. Driver Champions the Cause of Chris- 
tianity, His Opponent Being Mr. Charles 
Watts of Toronto, Canada—The Authen- 

ticity of the Bible, the Divinity of 
Christ, and the Christian Religion 
Argued from Both Sides—An Intellect- 
ual Conflict. 


The Rev. Dr. Driver of Portland, Ore., and 
Mr. Charles Watts of Toronto, Ont., are en- 
gaged in an interesting debate nightly at the 
Princess Opera-House, No. 558 West Madi- 
son street. The subject of debate is Chris- 
uanitv as opposed to atheism. Both gentle- 
men are titchampions of their respective sides 
of the argument. Driver has been promi- 
nent during the last week or two in his on- 
slaught on infidelity in his lectures before the 
Chicago Evangelization Society. Mr. Watts 
is the editor of Secular Thought, a journal de- 
veted to free thought. 

Thursday evening witnessed the first en- 
counter. Mr. Watts opened the proceedings 
by an attack on Christianity, which he de- 
nied to be of divine origin. Dr. 
Driver followed and drew a forcible com- 
parison between the Constitution of the 
United States and the Bible, the want of 
unanimity in the public understanding of the 
one being illustrative of the divergence of 
belief among Christians drawing on “the 
Bible for their main source of information. 

Mr. Watts followed in an onslaught on the 
Bible, and denied that Christianity possessed 
even the quality of originality. 

Dr. Driver’s answer to some cunningly 
devised questions propounded by his adver- 
sary brought the first day’s proceedings to 
a close. 

LAST NIGHT’S DEBATE, 

Despite the storm last night a fair audi- 
ence filled the hal! when the debate was re- 
opened. Devout Christians and members of 
the Secular Union were about equally di- 
vided in the hall. The former, however, by 
their frequent amens were the more 
demonstrative, the Secular Unionists listen- 
ing to their champion attentively and applaud- 
ing only occasionally. 

e believe in a personal Devil,“ said Dr. 
Driver. 

„Amen,“ said some of the congregation 
from Moody's church. 

I preacbed a funeral sermon in California 
once over the bodies of a weman and her 
child who were burutin a house, and there 
was a boy of 22 who wept over them. 
The next day he was caught steal- 
ing horses and was. hanged. Be- 
fore he died he wanted to talk. He 
had been stealing horses, he said, ever since 
he was 8 years old, and had stolen $700 from 
the old lady he had been living with, and 
had burnt her and her daughter to cover up 
the crime. If there can be so much villainy 
developed in fourteen years, how much can 
a being develop in all the thousands of the 
world’s existence? There must be a breeder 
of all this evil. That's the philosophy of the 
thing.“ 

Amen,“ said the good Christians. 

„Aud I hope my opponent here will go 
from this place a Christian.“ 

Amen,“ fervently. 

Dr. Driver was ably seconded by Mr. Mor- 
ton Smith, who intimated that this was not 
to be a debate, the doctor disliked debates, 
but a conversational meeting. 

Mr. Watts was seconded by E. A. Stevens, 


President of the Secular Union. Mr. Watts 


spoke of Buddha and of Christ, bf Huxley 
and Tyndall, of Roger Bacon, ana of Celsus 
and Origen, and Renan, but Dr. Driver could 
not be disturbed in his belief in the Buble 
and the only true method of salvation through 
Christ. 

SAYS CATHOLICS ARE NOT CHRISTIANS. 

Dr. Driver startled even the hardened ag- 
nostics and atheists. He would not recog- 
nise Catholics as Christians. My opponent 
dare not call a Roman Catholic a Christian,.“ 
he said. He is a nominal Christian, but 
with his worship of saints and relics and his 
transubstantiation and other things he has 
rendered his Christianity nugatory and in- 
effectual.”’ 

This was astunner. But it was followed 
shortly after by such a sentence as: If you 
want Providence to hoe potatoes for you, 
you'll get left. Providence does not do any- 
thing for you that you can do yourself.” 

Mr. Watts had already spoken. He had 
criticised Dr. Driver's utterances of the night 
befare. He said that the doctor devoted 
much time to lauding the Jews. The Jews 
were better than Christians in many respects. 
They.observed more closely and scientifically 
the laws of cleanliness. The doctor tad 
spoken of the Biblical account of the 
six days’ creation. Now, if God was 
infinite,“ continued Mr. Watts, he was ev- 
erywhere, if he was everywhere he was in 
the universe, if he was in the universe there 
was then a universe, and hedid not create 
it. If all my secular friends and myself act 
up to the light within us shail we be 
saved or shall we be damned? If 
nothing more is required than that 
a man should act up fully to the light within 
him, and do what, after diligent inquiry, he 
thinks is right, then why bother the consci- 
entious udatnen with a faith that is as per- 
plexing in its details as it is disastrous in its 
consequences! Christ never claimed di- 
vinity; at least it is an open 
question whether he did or not. There were 
many otner saviors before Christ. Buddha 
had more followers than Christ ever had, and 
he said, ‘lam the light of the world, and 
without me no one can be saved.’ Yet he is 
not credited with divinity on that account by 
Christians. Christ believed in devils, or at 
least he submitted and humored existing 
superstitions by pretending to cast out 
devils.“ i 

THE PROOF OF THE BIBLE. 

Dr. Driver said that Mr. Watts had mis- 
quoted him iu every particular. The Bibie 
could not be proved by the Bible, but only by 
collateral evidence. It was not à modern in- 
vention to say that the six days in 
which the creation took place meant 
periods and not days of twenty-four 
hours. The quotation of single verses 
from the Bible was no proof of anv contra- 
diction, and did not prove anything. He 
could take the Constitution, and by taking 
disjointed quotations prove any proposition 
in the world. : 

„Do we say that the worid was made 
out of nothimg?” he continued. The 
Bible says ‘In beginning,’ not ‘In the 
Beginning’ was God. IS God ever was, and 
there was no universe and the thought rose 
in Him to create a world, then there would 
have been a change in His nature which is 
impossible. Take apail of water to Prot. 
Huxley and ask him whatit is. Itis water. 
What does it consist of Take it into 
the laboratory and find it is hydrogen and 
oxygen. Mix them. They won't mix worth 
acent. Send the electric current through 
it and it will be water. Take it out and it 
will freeze into a biock of ice and you knock 
down a man and wil him. The next 
moment you will see it rise in a cloud of 
vapor. If the chemist can do that cannot 
the God of Omnipotence construct a world? 
We do not say that the -world was made out 
of nothing. : 

“ Was Jesus divine? Ernest Renaud says 
He came from the lowest type of humanity, 
yet he says in all the ages to come there will 
never be a greater man than Jesus. If there 
should spring from the Rocky Mountain In- 
diaws a man whom all philosophy or science 
could not approach I should say he was di- 
vine. If I see a spring gushing from 
the earth to a hight of seventy-five feet 
I sbould either say that there was a point 
at least equal in hight to that which tne 


spring reaches or there Was some power, 
that I do not know, driving it upwards.” 

Mr. Watts spoke again for half an hour, 
attacking particularly the statement of Dr. 
Driver that it was not preper to hang his 
argument upon a word or passage in the Bible 
because it did not always agree with the 
Hebrew or Greek original. Mr. Watts argued 
from this admission that there was no in- 
fallibility about the Bible. 

EACH ACCUSED OF MISQUOTING. 

Dr. Driver again said that Mr. Watts mis- 
quoted and misrepresented him. He had 
called attention to the disputes between 
Origen and Celsus, and Mr. Watts had 
said that there was not a line of Celsus’ 
writings in existence. Dr, Driver replied 
that Origen quoted some ot Celsus’ utter- 
ances, and it was absurd te assume that he 
misquoted them, being hiscontemporary. Dr. 
Driver wanted a creed that was sanctioned 
by the pénalties of a superior court. Without 
such a creea conscience would be totally at 
sean. My conscience is as good as his’n,”’ 
he said, adopting a popular torm of conversa- 
tion, and a Chinaman’s conscience is as 
good as his’n‘ and a Hindustan's con- 
science is as good ashis’n. Where is the 
line to be drawn! Among the nations of 
the earth it has never been tound, and it 
never could be found. It must come from 
above. All the advances of modern civiliza- 
tion were caused by Christianity. It had 
been said that science Was an enemy 
of Christianity and was destroving it. But, 
on the contrary, Christianity had given the 
first impetus to ali the sciences and arts 
of modern civilization.“ Putting it in 
graphic form Dr. Driver said: 
“Christianity created science. There 
never was a pair pf boots madd 
outside of the Christian world, and there 
never was a wheelbarrow made or any pro- 
gressive step of any kind taken. 

„My opponent,” he went on, “may get 
along pretty along with his secularism. 
He has given us his pedi- 
gree. He comes of good Wesieyan 
stock and those ideas and principles are 
strong enough in him. But when it comes to 
the second generation it will be worse? and 
in the fourth there won't be any. I have 
often challenged any one, and have $100 on 
it, to produce any one who was an infidel or 
a drunkard in tne fourth generation. There 
is not one in this broad land. 

„As to the story of the creation tne word 
‘days’ is used quite properly: If oneshould 
say today ‘Ia Wasiington’s day,’ would it 
not mean a-certain twenty-four hours, but 
that period. So it is entirely within the 
bounds of good English to use the term in the 
sense of period.“ . 

MR. WATTS’ QUESTIONS UNANSWERED. 

Mr. Watts had formulated a series of ques- 
tions or statements which he had propounded 
to Dr. Driver and asked him to answer. 
asked what tests there were of 
the divinity. and wherein did 
the divinity separate itself from the 
acknowledged in the world. Secondly, ac- 
cording to a law of mental science uui- 
formity of opinion ig an utter im- 
possibility, hence also a uniform re- 
ligion. Third, Christianity was not orig- 
inal and ie full of contradictions. 
Fourth, when Christ appeared he failed to 
grapple with the three great evils of his 
time—siavery, oppression, and abject submis- 
sion. Fifth, what is th®re to claim that 
Christianity is the unique religion! 
These questions and some statements 
as to the Jewish theocraty and the history 
and incidents of Biblical hterature Mr. 
Watts said Dr. Driver did not as much as 
refer to in his addresses, and he gave 
notice that he would again ask them tonight. 


SETTLERS STAKING Our THEIR CLAIMS. 


The Oklahoma Excitement to Be Repeat- 
ed in Dakota. 

Pierre, Dak., May 10.—[Special.]—For 
some time hundredsof settlers have been 
lying in, wait along the Sioux Reservation for 
the appointment of the Sioux Commission, 
and recently when the news was received 
many of them went on the reserve und 
staked out their prospective claims. The 
matter was called to the attention of the In- 
verior Department officials through a trivial 
complaint made by the Indian police, and 
now a dispatch from Washington announces 
that settlers will not be molested by the 
Governmentif they go on tne reservation 
peaceably, pick out the land, and make no dis- 
turbance, aus it isenly a question of time 
when the lands will be ceded and thrown 
open. 

1 consequence of this news the last few days 
has developed à rush for the best parts of 
the reservation that promises to become 
equal to the Oklahoma excitement. The In- 
diacs have agreed to cede their land, and 
settiers see nothing to prevent them from at 
once securing the best lana.

THE RAIN WAS GREATLY NEEDED,

Crops in IIlinols and the Northwest Gener- 
ally Doing Well. 

LINCOLN, Neb., May 10.— [Special. I— The Bur- 
lington’s weather bureau shows that the rain for 
the last few days has been quite general over the 
entire system of that road, which includes the 
greater portion of Nebraska, Northern Kansas, 
and Eastern Colorado. The ground fas received 
a thorough drenching, and the army of chinen 
bugs brought into the State by the high south- 
west winds in the early part of the week have all 
been killed. 

SPRING VALLEY, III., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
corn crop in this section Of country is in good 
condition and growing rapidly. A good shower 
of rain fell this evening. This will greatly bene- 
tit crops. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 10.—| Special. ]—Not- 
withstanding the daily predictions of rain the 
drouth in Indiana continues, and farmers report 
serious effects upon the crops.

Attacked by Striking Coaiheavers. 

DuLUTH, Minn, May 10.—[{Special.]|—Four 
Duluth coalheavers went to West Superior to- 
day and, with three other men, worked all day 
unloading the Auna Smith. After stopping work 
tonight all seven came to Duluth, the three Su- 
perior men being afraid to stay there They 
were followed by twenty-five West Superior 
strikers, who arrived on this side ahead of them. 
When the laborers landed on the dock at 
Rice’s Point the strikers met them with a 
shower of bricks and with clups. All seven 
men were more or less bruised. Peter Secor, 
the foreman, received several bad cuts; James 
Samways, one of the West Superior men, was 
knocked down twice, and his face was badly 
beaten, and George Close was quite seriously 
injured. The others escaped with bruises. One 
man managed to get away from the strikers and 
call the police, but before they were near enough 
to arrest anybody the strikers put off in their 
boats and escaped.

ANNEXATION CONVENTION

TODAY'S REPRESENTATIVE dATHER- 
“ ING OF FUTURE CHICAGOANS, 


Over 200 Delegates Will Adopt Measures to 
Bring Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Jef- 
ferson, and Cicero Under the City’s Wing 
— The Situation in Cicero Over the 
School Lands—Points to Be Considered 
by the Convention—Jefferson’s Finances. 


The annexation conference or convention 
which Will meet at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
this afternoon promises to be a representa- 
tive gathering. Hyde Park will be repre- 
sented by over 100 delegates. Lake View 
will send fifty. Lake will have an equal 
representation. Jefferson will be represent- 
ed by at least twenty-five delegates, and 
Cicero will have representation. 

Since the fire at Moreland the feeling in 
favor of annexation has grown at Austin and 
other Suburban towns. Oak Park, however, 
is almost solid against annexation. That 
pretty little burg is dominated by a ciique of 
officeholders whose interests would be affect- 
ed by union with the city. Indeed, ‘some of 
these persons now propose to take measures 
to again divorce the recently annexed strip 
from the city. That there may be a full un- 
derstanding of the motives of these men it is 
necessary to explain. 

Cicero still owns the greater portion of the 
school section granted by the General Gov- 

ernment. Away back in the 50s a corrupt 
Board of Schooi Jrustees sold it. The sale 
was informal and was set aside after years 
of litigation. The section is now quite valu- 
able and worth probably $1,000 per acre. The 
management of this immense property is in- 
trusted to three trustees. The trustees rent- 
ed the property or the greater part of it two 
or three years ago to the Wisconsin Central 
Road on a ninety-nine years’ lease. There 
are periodical valuations. The trustees, of 
course, are important persons. They dislike 
to loose their jobs or any portion of their 
authority. When the Central Park strip w 
brought into the city atew weeks ago some 
of the henchmen of those trustees set up the 
claim that because the school section lies 
wholly outside tne city limits the city was 
entitled to no share therein. They are 
oblivious of the following clause of the An- 
nexation act: 

And if there be a portion of a school district 
ortownship lying within and a portion lying 
without such annexed territory, the debts of 
such school district or township shall be paid 
and the property divided in the same manner as 
is provided for paying debts and dividing prop- 
erty in Sec. 8 of this act where parts ot cities, 
villages, or incorporated towns are annexed to 
other cities, villages, or incorporated towas. 

INTERESTED OFFICIALS AGAINST IT. 

Under this provision Chicago will be en- 
titled to half tue section, as the profits of it 
are divided.among the districts per capita of 
children of the school age. The per capita 
rule will apply probably in dividing the prop- 
erty. The preseat trustees, Miles B. Crafts, 
James Leggate, aud Edward S. Tomlinson, 
and the School Treasurer, George A. Phil- 
brick, who gets a salary of $1,200 per annum 
and the interest on a handsome balance 
always in dank, are said to be opposed 
to further annexation, and some of 
their friends are represented as being 
desirous of nullifying the annexation which 
has already taken place. Some of the an- 
nexationists of Cicero now wish the Crafts 
amendment had not been added to the 
Knight-Bliss bill. If it had not Cicero 
would vote with the other subgrbs at the an- 
nexation election and the whole of Cicero 
and its school township ‘would thus be 
brought into the city. The trustees, Treag- 
urer, attorneys, and the numerous other 
petty underlings who have made a handsome 
thing out ot the school section would then 
have to work hard for a living, perhaps. 

In all the suburbs the facuhons which are 
now fighting annexation consist of the offige- 
holders—town and village officers, school 
trustees, school directors, constables, and 
Justices of the Peace. The pap-fed little or- 
gans which play the officeholders’ tunes are 
also opposed. Those persons are banded to- 
gether. They will fight annexation bitterly. 
They will subscribe money to do so. They 
will collect money from the contractors’ 
rings they serve. 

EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION. 

The convention today will have to take all 
this into consideration. They will have to 
fight against a compact organization of office- 
nolders, well supplied with funds. The an- 
nexationists will need funds too. They will 
have to circulate pamphlets, hire halls, pay 
expenses of meetings, and provide for the 
distribution and peddling of tickets. There 
are 496 precincts in the districts under the 
new election law. Two ticket peddlers for 
the annexationists will be necessary at each. 
This alone means an expense of $5,000. 
The other expenses will be quite as much. 
‘Have the annexationists considered this? If 
they have they will appoint a good finance 
committee at the meeting today, 

It is said that the Stock-Yards ring of 
@fticeholders will try to pack the convention 
with a number of persons who will try to 
prevent Lake making common cause 
with the other suburbs in the matter 
of annexation. They are not likely 
to succeed, as the annexationists 
will be well represented. The Stock- 
Yards manufacturers and capitalists have 
hitherto opposed annexation because they 
dreaded the Chicago Assessor. Now that 
the law provides that the Town of Lake, 
after annexation, will elect its own Assessor 
as heretofore they have withdrawn their op- 
position. They know that the money will 
be spent more honestly in Uhicago under the 
control of a Mayor and Controller and with 
proper municipal restrictions than by the 
rings that usually rule at the Stock Yards. 

Eight of the fourteen Lake View Alder- 
men are said to be in favor of annexation if 
the whole town is taken in. ) 

JEFFERSON'S FINANCES. 

The suburb of Bowmanviile, consisting of 
the Second Precinct of Jefferson, which was 
not represented at the massmegting of 
Wednesday, has signified its desire to join 
ip the movement for the annexation: of the 

entire village to Chicago. Chairman Kim- 
bell, acting under authority to appoint dele- 
gates to the general conference of the sev- 
eral towns, yesterday appointed Frank 
Bridge, Richard Jackson, and O. F. Gee as 
delegates to represent the Second Precinct 
of the village. 

The annual report of the finances of the 
village has rot yet been officially promul- 
gated. Its non-appearance prior to the spring 
election was made the subject of complaint 
against the retiring board. As annexation 
willinvolve an assumption by the city of a 
part or the whole of the debt of the village 
additional interest 1s attached to a statement 
of its condition. The figures for the munici- 
pal year ending April 1, 1889, are as follows: 

Receipts—Baiance. from 1888, $2,990; corpora- 
tion tax, #29,965; saloon licenses, $17,630; petit 
licenses and dog tax, $2,877; pound fees, $18; 
clerk’s fees, 810; Justices’, fines, $171; Cook 
County in aid of roads, $2,772; special assess- 
ments, $2,750; miscellaneous, $112; total, $59,299. 

Expeuditures—Streets and bridges, 22.581; 
salaried officers, $15,298; contingent expenses, 
817.22; in aid of special assessments, %1.976; 
outstanding orders paid, $2,210; total, $59,299. 

The separate cost of maintaining some of 
the main departments is shown in the fol- 

lowing aggregations:

The annual appropriation for the present 
year amounts to $30,500; collected and ex- 
pended, $7,370; leaving a balance of $23,129.

OUR RELATIONS WITH CANADA, 


San Francisco Business-Men Before the 
Senate Committee. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., May 10.—The Senate 
committee continued its investigations to- 
day into the relations of this coast with Can- 
ada. A number of prominent business-men 
were examined. Edward M. Herrick, repre- 
senting the Pacific Lumber Company, testi- 
fied that there was overproduction of lum- 
ber. Milis were running only seventeen 
days a month, lumber being sold by 
the cargo at cost. The capacity of 
the British Columbia mill is 200,000,000 


feet yearly. With the duty off from lumber 


British Columbia mills could within u year 
supply all the American demand. The lands 


west of the Cascade Mountains in Washing- 
‘ton Territory are chiefly valuable for lumber 


and coal. ‘There is little agricultural land in 
that section. Touching on the subjéct of 
labor, he said in British Columbia Chinese 
labor is chiefly employed. Mr. Herrick de- 
nied that there was auything in the nature 
ofa combine or trust among Ameri- 
can lumbermen, though such concert of ac- 
tion he thought might be necessary should 
the Canadian duty be abolished. 

The details of the salmon canning business 
were given by E. B. Beck, wno is interested 
in a number of canneries on the Columbia 
River and in Alaska. British Columbian 
canneries during the last five years had 
turned ‘out 800,000 cases of salmon, while 
American canneries have packed 4,200,000 
cases, There would, in his opinion, be no 
advantage to canners in reciprocity with 
Canada. 3

THE WILD WEST SHOW ARRIVES AT 
HAVRE ON THE PERSIAN MONARCH, 


Paris Newspaper Men Run Down to Give 
the Famous American a Fitting Recep- 
tlon— Buffalo Bill Unable to Be at the 
Banquet—Scenes That Occasionally En- 
liven the Parnell Trial—The Samoan 
Conference—Genera!l Foreign News.

Havre, May 10.—There was some commo- 
tion on the platformof the St. Lazare sta- 
tion this morning. The passengers looked 
with inquiry at two large saloon carriages 
in which two stately waiters ushered 
persons who had been met by B. 
E. Crawford, ‘financial director of Buffalo 
Bill. They were Paris journalists coming 
here to meet the Persian Monarch, which 
Col. Cody had specially chartered to bring 
over his Wild West show. During the run 
down an elegant cold collation was served, 
washed down with Moet & Chandon’s dry. 
On arrival here the party were met by Nate 
Salsbury, whosaid the ship had been sig- 
naled at Scilly and would arrive at half-past 
5 o’clock. 

At 5 the whole party started in a tug 
chartered for the purpose and cruised about 
in a ten mile circle, until at half past 6 the 
Captain sighted smoke on the horizon. The 
tug made for it and in less than one hour made 
out the Persian Monarch. The tug turned 
and made for the harbor. The steamer 
speedily overtook her ana steamed slowly, 
with the tug puffing at full speed alongside 
to ksep pace with her. Buffalo Bill was on 
the bridge and the crowd of all sorts of In- 
dians were. on the upperdeck. A shout of 
welcome from Col. Cody was re- 
echoed by the cowboys, and there 
were shrill yells of delight from 
the Indians. The band on Buffalo Bill’s ship 
struck up Yankee Doodle, which was ap- 
plauded by those on the tugy and was fol- 
lowed immediately by che Marseillaise.“ 
raising shouts of enthusiasm and cries of 
“Vive l' Amérique”’ from tbe French press- 
men on the steamer. 

The leviathan accompanied the tug until 
eight bells struck, when the health boat 
steamed up, the Captain cried Let go an- 
chor.“ and alongside we went. 

Owing to the late hour there was not 
enough water for the ship to enter the har- 
bor and for the same reason pratique“ 
could not be given.

The 
United States Consul regretted the absence 
of Buffalo Bill, but said he would welcome 
him tomorrow as a representative of Amer- 
ica—a soldier who had won his grades and 
titles. The English Consul General made 
a telling s sh, expressing his sense 
of gratitude for the good teeling existing be- 
tween the two Anglo-Saxon races, and pro- 
posed the health of Mr. Crawford. The pro-

THE NEWS FROM THE OLD WORLD, 


Waning Interest in the Parnell Trial— 
Scenes That Temporarily Enliven. 
[New York Post Cable. 

Lonpon. May 10.— The proceedings in the 
Parnell court for the last few days, other- 
wise uneventful, have been enlivened by 
certain scenes.“ These are likely to be 
frequent benceforward. 

Now that the Irish case is on the Judges 
seem waking up to the necessity of enfor- 
cing the strictest rules of evidence. Any- 
body and everybody was allowed to denounce 
the league from the witness-box, but the 
Times’ counsel objected at the outset to the 
evidence even of Archbishop Walsh. 

Sir Charles Russell, besides feeling deeply 
the -ungenerous if not unjust conduct of the 
case by the Times, which the Judges gener- 
ally uphold, is overbearing and even bully- 
ing in manner, and hence frequent collisions 
are inevitable. After the last scene some of 
the Irish members wanted Sir Charles and 
his colleagues to withdraw from the case. 
This advice has been frequently given at 
different stages of the proceedings, but it 
will not be followed. 

Sir James Hannen, as the presiding Judge, 
though beginning to suggest a suspicion of a 
private leaning, preserves his dignity ex- 
tremely well, and is clever at giving the soft 
and slyly humorous answer which turneth 
away wrath. The court chuckles hugely at 
his treatment of the worthy butirrepressible 
Biggar. Says Biggar, 8 These 
proceedings are a farce.“ Judge Hannen re- 
— „Well, Mr. Biggar, at any rate you 

aven’t helped us in preventing it.“ 

Judge Haunen is a confirmed vegetarian. 
A parish priest testified to the extreme mis- 
ery of the tenants, who only taste meat once 
a week. Said Judge Hannen: “I shall re- 
quire strong evidence to convince me that 
that is any hardship.”’ 

The proceedings before the Parnell Com- 
mission today were of an uninteresting 
nature, and the testimony elicited nothing of 
importance. . Public interest in the trial has 
waned since the examination of Mr. Parnell 
was concluded. 

The House of Lords yesterday rejected the 
Deceased Wife’s Sister bill by a majority of 
246, the Prince of Wales voting with the mi- 
nority. This is the. largest majority against 
it recorded for several years, and is prob- 
ably due to a reaction against the recentfree 
discussions of the loosening of the marriage 
tie. It is curious that Engtish legislators in- 
stead of looking at the experience of their 
English kin, who sanction such marriages, 
go back to Leviticus and the Roman Cesars; 
and also that they speak as if to say: You 
may marry a decenased wife's sister,“ would 
mean. Voumust.“ Baron Herscheli quoted 
against this assumption the witticism of. an 
American, wno said: I cannot understand 
you English. From your language one might 
suppose that your husbands always married 
the wrong sister first.“ 

Mr. O’Brien was yesterday observed impa- 
tiently walking outside the law courts. In 
reply to a friend he said: I am seeking my 
warders.’’ 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


More Miners Join the Great Strike—Blun- 
dering Actions of the Military. 

Bekuin, May 10.—The miners at Mulheim 
and Duisberg have joined in the strike. The 
President of Westphalia and Herr Herr- 
furth, Russian Minister of the Interior, have 
arrived at Kortmund to attend tho 
conference which will be held tomor- 
row. The miners’ delegates at Bochum 
have abandoned their demand for an increase 
of wages, but still insist on a reduction of 
hours. The Krupps have issued a notice to 
the men in the Hanover Mine, protesting 
against the illegal action of the miners, who, 
they say, are guilty of breach of contract. 

More troops are arriving in Westphalia. 
The presence of the troops embitters the 
strikers. A later dispatch from Bochum 
says chat the firing by the military last night 
was a fatal blunder, a crowd of passengers 
issuing from the railway station being mis- 
taken for rioters about to attack the troops.

The United States and the Sugar Bounties. 
Lonpon, May 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Presidentof the Board of Trade, replying to 
questions of Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
said that the United States Government 
would be absolutely debarred by their 
own interpretation of the “most favored 
nation” clause from pleading that 
clause as a bar to the operation of the su 
bounties convention against themselves. Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt insisted upon 
knowing whether the Government had defi- 
nitely ascertained that the Government at 
Washington acquiesced in this interpreta- 


tien. 
Sir Michael said that a representative of 


America, although not taking part in the 
sugar bounties conference, was present at 
the deliberations, and that the American 
Government had in no way signified its op- 
position to the interpretation. 

Sir William desired a more definite assur- 
ance, but Sir Michael declined to alter his 
answer,

THE GREAT DISTRESS IN NORTH CHINA. 


Extent of the Terrible Calamity Which 


Has Overtaken the Mongolians. 

A late number of the China Mail contained 
the following information in regard to the 
great famine in China: 

A correspondent writes to us from Pang Chia 
Chuang, Shantung, under date Oct. 31, as fol- 
lows: i visited the breach in the Yellow River a 
few days ago, and the gap is still 40 chang wide, 
and the water over 100 feet deep, and but the 
scantiest prospect that it can be reduced. What 
can millet staiks and sand do against such tre- 
mendous forces? A great famine is imvendin 
over that part of China, for the crops are so ba 
as to be equivalent to none at all, and grain is al- 
most as dear now as it was ten years ago in the 
great famine. The Government cannot do the 
things necessary for relief on such a wide scale, 
and no benevolent exercise will touch the vast 
region, many hundred miles in length, which is 
involved. There are other regions, it is true, 
where the crop is fair, but they are remote from 
Northern Honan and Central ana Western Shan- 
tung, where the distress will be greatest. It is 
not easy to see what is to be suggested as a feas- 
ible way of help. 


HONG KonG, Jan. 19.—[Editor of the China 
Mail.] — The inclosed letter received from the 
Rev. W. Muirhead of Shanghai a few days ago 
needs no explanation. It is hoped the Hong 
Kong Government will help; but, considering 
the urgency of the distress, it seems well to give 
publicity do this appeal to Hong Kong without 
delay. Contributions sent direct to Mr. Muir- 
head or to her British Majesty's Consul, Mr. W. 
P. Carles, at Shanghai, will be gladly received 
and acknowledged; and I shall be happy to for- 
ward any sums sent to me. JOHN CHALMERS. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 11.—Dear Mr. Chalmers, Lam 
led to ask your interest and influence in behalf 
of the famine stricken districts in North China. 
During the last year the missionaries in Shan- 
tung and eisewhere have earnestly written me 
to help them in alleviating the prevailing dis- 
tress. From the time that we heard of the burst 
ing of the Yellow River this constant appeal has 
been made, and as the months went on the suf 
ferings of the people seemed to increase and ex- 
tend in all directions. The Government and pri- 
vate charity among the Chinese have done much 
in the Province of Honan, and it appears 
unnecessary to send help there, however 
ill off many of the people may be. It 
is otherwise in Shantung; owing at once 
to drouth and excessive rain a vast region 
of the country isin a hopeless condition for a 
long time tocome. Itis the samein the neigh- 
borhood of Newchwang, and new fields are send- 
ing forth the same bitter cry. Millions are in- 
volved in the calamity, of which full accounts 
appear from time to time in the local papers, the 
North China Daily News and deraild. 

“The native authorities here are asking the 
foreigners here to assist them in their distress, 
and happily arrangements are being made to 
call forth the sympathy and help of friends in 
the home lands. This, however, is only in one 
direction of the wiaé-spread disaster, and the 
Southéra ports as well as England and America 
are being appealed to for help. As represent- 
ing Shantungin particular, and assisting other 
places as much as possible, I make free to ask 
you to do what you can for the relief work. 

On a former occasion, when the famine was 
raging in Shansi, the Government in Hong Kong 
was written to and the committee here, of which 
I had the honor of being secretary, had the satis- 
faction of receiving the munificent contribution 
of 68.000. So it was in Singapore. It seems that 
the present calamity in North China is well de- 
scribed as a national one, and it would be a great 
favor if assistance could be obtained from Hong 
Kong. 

“IT send you two recent papers with letters. on 
the subject, which are only an epitome of what 
has previously appeared, I beg to leave 
the matter in your hands and merely 
state that nearly Tis. 20,000 have deen 
raised among the foreigners in Shanghai 
‘and Hankow, including several contributions 
from other places. The Chinese were first in the 
field and succeeded in getting the largest 
amount, but the Whole has been expended and 
the cry is still for more. 1 shall only say that 
alike Mr. Drummond, as representing the North 
China relief fund primarily intended for An-whei 
and Kiang-su, or Mr. Carles, H. M. Vice-Consul 
here, or myself on account of Newchwang, 
Honan, and Shantung. will be glad to receive 
whatever funds may be kindly sent. iam, dear 
Dr. Chalmers, yours very sincerely,

THE BISMARCK OF TODAY. 


His Personal Appearance and His Ability 
as an Orator. 

Cologne Gazette: Bismarck has grown old 
during the last few years, his mustache is 
white as snow, and his walk less erect than 
in former years, but the power of his face 
and the mizht of his eyes live still the same 
as they were ten years ago. When hesits 
down it is as if he was on guard. his sword 
across his knees, as formerly old Hagen used 
to sit, and though he is no Hagenin guilt and 
wickedness, he isa Hagen in faithfulness, 
and, if need be, in stern wrath. And he is 
on guard at the gates of the Fatherland. 

Bismarck, as everybody knows; is not an 
orator—I nearly said, thank God, he is no 
orator. His speech has been likened to a 
forest stream which rumbles over stones and 
roots. The comparison is somewhat poor. [ 
think I know a better one, though a rather 
technical one—namely: his speech is like 
quicksilver drawn out. Take a drop of quick- 
silver containing some iead or zinc, put it on 
a pane of glass and hold it slantingly. The 
drop swells and rolis, but presently it stops, 
becomes thinner and longer, remains immov- 
able for a moment, gathers new strength to 
flow, becomes thin once again, and so forth. 
Thus it is with the Chancellor’s words; first 
half a sentence comes out, then he hesitates, 
stops, or utters a short inarticulate sound, 
and goes on again. it is evident that to 
speak is a physical exertion, but even when 
he is in first-rate form he does not talk flu- 
ently. 

But on closer observation the reason ap- 
pears soon. The form of his speech is im- 
provised on the spur of the moment, but 
unlike many fluent speakers he does not use 
the first expression which may come to his 
mind, but while he is uttering the first half 
of a sentence he is thinking of how to shape 
the second half in order to express exactly 
what he wishes tosay. If he makes a joke 
or a slight observation he speaks quickly and 
without hesitation, but as soon as he returns 
to the serious treatment of a political subject 
this vainfully accurate expression, the re- 
sult of mental work, becomes again apparent, 
which shows that he endeavors not to say a 


+ SVllable which he cannot reconcile with his 


responsible position. This 1s the reason why 
his speeches concerning foreign politics read 
like official diplomatic documents; every 
word is carefully considered. 

His voice is peculiar, high-pitched, and not 
powerful. It has been cailed a thin voice, 
but this only expresses one of its qualities. 
Another is that itis so remarkably young 
that one would think it almost incredible for 
a man of his age to possess such a voice. If 
one does not see him while he is speaking it 
is difficult to believe that it is not a young 
Lieutenant of 28 who is speaking (which, by 
tne way, is rather a pity, since the snarl and 
the drawl of the German Lieutenant are 
proverbially detestable.) But putin connec- 
tion with this quality it can sound extremely 
soft and flattering, and I should not be sur- 
— i in former years, when he was Am- 

assador, some of his personal successes had 
been due just to the timbre of his voice.

AMONG THE. RAILROADS. 


| NEW YORK MEKCHANTS BEFORE THE 


_INTER-STATE COMMITTEE. 


They Think Cavadian Roads Shoald Enjoy 
No Advantages Over American Lines— 
Not Ready Yet for a Change in the 
Law—Some Favor a Return to the Old 
Pooling System--Influence of the Erie 
Canal on Kates—General Railroad News. 


NRW YORK, May 10.—After listening to the 
views of railroad Presidents for the last four 
days the Senate committee which is investigat- 
ing thé workings of the Inter-State Commerce 
law at the Fifth Avenue Hotel this morning set- 
tled itselfto hear the opinions of some repre- 
sentative business men of this city. The first 
witness called was President Charles S. 
Smith ot the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Smith 
referred to the fact that railroad building in 
India and about the Black Sea ports was being 
pushed rapidly. and greatly feared that under 
present conditions it would not be long before 
America lost what little export trade ithad. He 
even advocated the carrying of occasional ship- 
ments of grain by the railroads at less than cost 
of carrying when this might be necessary. In 
regard to competition with the English 
steamship lines Mr. Smith thought there 
was Dut small hope of successful competition un- 
less, aS is the case with the English, French, and 
German lines, the American lines receive a sub- 
sidy from the Government. We have done it 
for the railroads, why should not we do it for the 
steamship lines? We must look beyond the rail- 
roads and toward the steamship unless we want 
to see our flag disappear altogether.” 

J. H. Herrick, Chairman of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission of the Produce Ex- 
change, prefaced his testimony by saying that 
he differed materially from the opinions held by 
the previous witness. The Inter-State law, he 
said, was a good one in many respects, and the 
position of the merchant under it was 
better than while ‘‘pooling’’ was in vogue. 
One thing about the law, how- 
ever, was that the penalties for i 
lation were not severe enough. There 
was a tendency, too, to discriminate against sea 
board pointsin favor of foreign ports, as, for in- 
stance, recently. where the rate from Milwaukee 
to Liverpool was 19 cents, while to New York it 
was 38 cents. Without the Erie Canal rates 
would not be as regular as they are. The canal 
acts as a regulator, and in my opinion we should 
not restrict the Canadian roads for that same 
reason. We need them as a regulator, but they 
should be under the same Government control 
as our own roads. 

The committee then called upon John T. Kier- 
nan to give his views upon the subject of pooling. 

He said: I do not think that the time has ar- 
rived for any change. Until the Inter-State law 
has been longer in force, and until the railroads 
obey it and the people have an opportunity to 
judge how it works, they are not ready for the 
question of legislation. I am inclined to the be- 
lief that it would have been better to have 
allowed the system of pooling to remain under 
conditions which would prohibit unjust discrim- 
inations and rates. 

* The remedy against Canadian competition is 
not in pooling. Under the old system the Ca- 
nadian roads had a nice way of kicking out of 
the traces whenever there was an opportunity to 
cut rates, but when there was plenty of trade 
and rajes were good they were willing to remain 
in the pool. 

The people are not yet ready for the ques- 
tion of any change or amendment in our Inter- 
State Commerce laws as regards our own lines, 
but itis only right that Canadian roads doing 
business in this country should conform to our 
railroad laws. 

At 1 o'clock the committee adjourned. until 
July 5, when they will meet in Boston. 


That St. Paul Contract. 

The following circular from the office of the 

Western Freight Association, signed by Chair- 
man J. N. Faithorn, is of particular interest at 
the present time, as its subject—contracts for 
payment of car mileage—is being thoroughly 
aired: 
»The issue of the discussion had at the April 
meeting relative to the influence of-existing con- 
tracts for payment of mileage on refrigerator 
and other cars not the property of railroad com- 
panies on the routing of freight was the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions: 

* Resolved, Tnat all members of the association 
submit to the Chairman contracts for payment of 
car mileage, rentais, or other consideration for 
the use ef cars owned by individuals, tirms, 
transportation companies, or fast freight lines, 
to the end that the Chairman may determine 
whether or not such contracts are adverse to the 
interests ofother members of the association 
that are not parties to such contracts, the fore- 
going referring to freight trafiic. 

* Resolved, That the Chairman, at his discre- 
tion, shall cali the lines together to report his 
conclusions with reference to the foregoing. 

“In conformity with the requirements of the 
first resolution, information has now been filed 
by every member of the association as to existing 
obligations of this character; and from examuina- 
tion of the reports submitted it does not appear, 
except in a single instance, that any contracts 
are now binding upon any of the lines in interest 
which would operate to divert traffic from routes 
it would otherwise take, or the character of 
which is adverse to the interests of members of 
the association that are not parties to such con- 
tracts. 

The exception referred to is the contract of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company with Armour & Co., which, as that 
company had previouslv advised, provides that a 
mileage of one cent per mile shall be paid on 
cars of the Armour Refrigerator Line, this con- 
tract not terminating until Dec. 17, 1892. : 

»In view of the facts as developed it has not 
seemed necessary to call a special meeting for 
the furtber consideration of the subject, es- 
pecially as the time of the regular monthly 
meeting isso near; and the required information 
is submitted in this way in order that the lines 
may be definitely acquainted with the situation 
in advance of that meeting. Moreover, as will 
be recalled, a committee of five has been con- 
stituted for the purpose of consulting with the 
St. Paul in reference to the contract specified. 
and it would therefore seem advisable that 
further action be deferred until the report of 
that committee shall have been received.” 


The Good the Grand Trunk Is Doing to 
the Western Trade. 

CHICAGO, May 10.— [Editor of The Tribune. — 
Knowing that your paper always takes the side 
of the public 1 would like to call your attention 
to a few facts in regard to the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road, especially just at this time. 

We are indebted to the Grand Trunk for our 
present dressed beef industry, which would have 
been smothered in its infancy by the Vanderbilt 
and Pennsylvania interests had not the Grand 
Trunk stepped in and carried the product at rea- 
sonable figures. The same thing may be said of 
improved stock cars. Desperate efforts were 
made years ago to induce the Vanderbilt and 
Pennsylvania roads to adopt improved stock 
cars on their lines, but from the factof their 
large interest in stock-yards, which they im- 
agined would be injured, they would furnish 
nothing to shippers but small. old-fashioned 
cars. Asaresult live stock shippers began to 
furnish their own cars; private companies were 
also organized to furnish them to the live stock 
men. As a result shipping cattle on the hoof 
was never so large as it is at present. 

The Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania roads at 
first would not take these cars under any cir- 
cumstances, but some of the weaker lines took 
them, and as a result got most of the business. 
Then the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania roads 
notified the stockmen and owners of improved 
cars that they. would take them on the same 
terms as the weaker lines. As au result they got 
the business back, but as soou as an opportunity 
offered fixed up a combination or illegal con- 
spiracy with the weaker lines to boycott and 
throw these cars off of their roads and thereby 
destroy the vaiue of the property which they had 
given the owers ewery reason to believe they 
would handle and allow reasonable compensa- 
tion for the use of, and also give the live-stock 


‘shippers the benefits to be derived by their use at 


the same rate of freight. 

Again the Grand Trunk Road comes to the 
rescue and takes these cars, thus saving a large 
loss to the owners of the cars, and gives the 
shippers the benefits of its line. 

The cars, being large and of high capacity, 
carry from 2.000 to 4,000 pounds more weight than 
the small, old-fashioned cars, the excess freight 
on which amounts to quite as much as the 
mileage paid. Consequently the ground they 
take that they cannot afford to allow mileage 
on them is not well taken. 

It would be the greatest calamity that could 
happen to Chicago and the West were the Grand 
Trunk legislated out of its United States busi- 
ness, as it seems to be the only Eastern road 
which the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania interests 
do not directly or indirectly control. 

I hope you will ventilate these facts in their 
proper shape through your valuable columns.

Burlington Terminal Facilities at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 10.—The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railway Company has at last 
secured the finest terminal facilities possessed 
by any road entering the city. It has secured a 
piece of ground containing 400 acres, which will 
make extensive and valuable yards and grounds 
for manufacturing and warehouse purposes, and 
extends from Hall street east to the river, em- 
bracing the entire river front. Tonight the com- 
any will make application to the City Council 
or permission to reach these grounds and to ex- 
tend their tracks to the company’s newly ac- 
qutred property. Freight terminal facilities 
have been secured at Main and Franklin, 
where the Burlington owns a site. for 
a freight depot 149x900 feet, larger 
than any road in the city. A high official of the 
Burlington Company stated to a reporter that 
this move of the company meant the construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Missouri River south 
of St. Charles, and the building of an independ- 
ent line to the company’s property. The official 
said: It means thatthe Burlington will be in 
St. Louis what it is now in Chicago.

ALL TOWNS IN PAVOK OF THE DRIVE. 


The Sheridan Road Project Meets with Uni- 
versal Approval—Committee Reports. 

The Executive Committee of the North Shore 
Improvement Company met yesterday afternoon 
inthe office of Root & Burnham to discuss the 
construction of tne Sheridan road. Robert A. 
Waller of Lake View was in the chair. The 
meeting was devo’ ito hearing reports of com- 
mittees of the different towns and villages. They 
were all to the same effect. The citizens were 
eager for tne road and rapid progress was being 
made, 

Among other things brought before the meet- 
ing was a plat sent by the Chicago & Evanston 
Railroad showing how the road could pass over 
its property and tendering the necessury 100 feet 
to the association. The property is near the 
south end of Rogers Park. 

W. C. Larned reported that Lake Forest de- 
sired the road and would cheerfully bear its 
share of the expense if not made too great by an 
attempt to bridge the ravines too near the lake. 

Mayor Boidenweck of Lake View thought all 
in bis city was in favor of the drive. Mr. Waller 
suid that the petition for widening Sheffield ave- 
nue to the south line of Edgewater was ready, 
and he expected no opposition to it. H. P. Daly 
was confident that Rogers Park would have its 
portion of the road ready as soon as any of the 
other towns. Alexunder Clark, for South Ev- 
anston, said that the bids for buiiding the road 
through Calvary Cemetery bad already been 
opened. Voiney W. Foster of Evanston said 
there were several available roads through Ev- 
anston and it had not been determined which 
one to take, but the university trustees had 
agreed to give a corner of their campus so as to 
make a pretty curve. H. G. Drury of Wilmette 
said the property-owners there would do their 
share, and D. D. Bathrick of New Trier said his 
town would giye the road and do about ali tne 
work. Francis O. Lyman of Winnetka said that 
those who at first opposed the road were now 
ready to move back their fences to give it the 
necessary width, For Fort Sheridan Mr. Foster 
said he had been to Washington and thougnt the 
Government would give a revocable license for 
a — of way.

They are almost 
at rock bottom now. The supply will increase 
largely in the next few weeks, but the demand 
increases also as people get to using them.“ 

“Chicago received five cars—500 cases each— 
of berries a day last week.“ said Mr. Baker, 
across the street from Mr. Thomas. This week 
the receipts are ten cars a day. Still the prices 
are a shade higher today than a few days ago. 
Next week they ought tocome in at the rate of 
twenty-five to thirty cars a day. But the crop is 
in imminent danger of being cut short all the 
way from Tennessee to Michigan by drouth. If 
there is not rain at once the loss will be almost 
incalculable, and prices moy bulge up.“

The May Ser-nons of the Chicago Evangel- 
ization Society Brought to a Close.

Itis my desire thatas many of you 
as can will remain here all summer. There is 
plenty of work to be done and the workers are 
few. I have learned during the latter part of my 
life that itis better to put a hundred men to 
work than to‘try and do a hundred men’s work. 
Good meetings have been held during this part 
of May, which is the worst time of the year to 
hold special meetings. Better work can be done 
in June, still better in July, and one of the best 
times to work is the month of August. 
There are plenty of fields that need workers with 
backbone tocarry on the work. We need to 
have ‘sticktoitiveness,’ as Spurgeon calls it. 

Meetings will be held in this building every 
morning at 10:30 o’clock in one cf the small 
rooms for as many as desire to attend. Compe- 
tent instructors will He provided, and all who can 
are earnestly invited to these meetings. The 
Lord willing, I will return again here in Septem- 
ber and we will have another conference. Vocal 
music will be one ot the prominent features in 
this.

The con- 
vention will open the latter part of September, 
and for the first ten days we wil! have three ses- 
sions a day. morning, afternoon, and evening.

JUST PLAYED WITH THE ZULUS, 


Chicago Takes a Game in Spite of Bluff 
and Weather. 

Yesterday was a day of laughable accidents at 
the Chicago Ball Park—laughable for every- 
body save the yellow-legged Zulus from Pitts 
burg, who, after a vain attempt to rob Anson's 
gentlemen of the game they had put a chain and 
padlock upon within the first three innings, final- 
ly left the grounds wet and bedraggled, sore in 
spirit, and wurm under the collar, with the hoots 
and jeers of 2,000 Chicago ball cranks ringing in 


their ears. : 

It is safe to say that no individual within the 
walls of the ball park anticipated quite so lively 
an afternoon as they experienced. The weather 
was clear and warm, and the game started off in 
a style that promptly convinced the best judges 
of field indications present that they were to see 
a sharp, hotly contested game of ball. 
Indications in base-ball, however, don’t 
count for much. The second innings 
saw Anson's young men simply knock the cover 
off the ball, and then turn around and knock it 
on again in the third, with two home run hits as 
ua starter. 

Had an unsophisticated observer dropped into 
the grand stand just then and taken the faces of 
the Pittsburg players for thermometers he would 
have been justified in the belief that the day was 
awarmone. Hanlon was red and Dunlap was— 
redder. Staley stood in the box, the picture of 
helpless despair, and little Miller from his posi- 
tion behind the bat nervously mopped the per- 
spiration from his forenead and looked anxiously 
at the dark clouds that had begun to roll up 
from the northwest. He and Staley had a brief 
conversation with Dunlap, with the result that 
Pittsburg at once began a deliberate attempt 
to delay the game in order that the 
approaching storm might stop play before the 
fifth inning could be completed. Lynch was 
firm, however, and cautioned the visitors that he 
would stand no nonsense. Staley would not heed 
the warning, however, and stood in the box with 
Duffy at bat, rolling the ball about in his hands 
and rubbing his shirt front with the tips of his 
fingers. 

Play ball,” sang out Lynch. Staley smiled 
and continued to caress the ball. 

»Play ball,” said Lynch again. Still Staley 
hesitated. 

“Pen dollars.“ sang out the little umpire, and 
then took off his mask and awaited the approach 
of Dunlap, who, amidst the jeers of the crowd 
and shouts of Fine him, too, Play ball; you 
bluffer.”’ and other expressions of dissatisfaction 
from the exasperated crowd, strodein from sec- 
ond red-faced and scowling. What Lynch said 
to the gentieman could not be heard in the grand 
stand, but Mr. Dunlap only glared at the man in 
gray, turned on his heel, and retook his position, 
while the crowd gaye him the laugh. The fourth 
inning was a farce. Balls were muffed and wiid 
throws made by the Zulus at every opportunity, 
while Chicago on tne other hand was doing all it 
could to hurry the game along. Duffy and Van 
Haltren, for instance, did their best to strike out 
with the balls flying three feet wide of the plate, 
and finally succeeded, while Dunirp stormed and 
— at Lynch, and the crowd laughed glee- 

ully. 

Despite all efforts, however, descending rain 
stopped play in tne last half of the fifth. Anson 
improved the first opportunity to demand a re- 
sumption and carried his point, five innings and 
analf finally being completed before a gale of 
wind and a hailstorm threatenedto blow the 
grand stand over. resulted in no less than hait a 
dozen runaways and smashed cabs and carriages 
outside the wall, while it drenched and badly 
frightened the spectators within the grounds. 

Chicago's first bunch of runs was secured in 
the second inning. Anson led off with a two- 
bagger to left, and Pfeffer took first on called 
balls; both he and Anson were advanced a base 
each on a wild pitch. Farreli’s single scored 
both Anse and Pfeffer, though Farrell was a 
moment later caught trying to steal second. 
Burns hit safely, and Smith’s poor throw to first 
of Flint’s grounder gave the Old Hoss” a life 
at bag No.1. Ad Gumbert then smashed out 
another long hit to the carriages—same kind as 
on Thursday—and followed Burns and Silver 
across the plate. In thira Hugh 
Duffy sent the ball the left field 
wall and Anson away down 
among the carriage wheels in far right; 
each hit yielding four bases. Then Pfeffer took 
first on balls, stole second, reached third on 
Burns’ sacrifice to Sunday, and scored on Flint's 
single past Dunlap. Ryan got in another over- 
the- wall hit in the fourth, and Anson sent a ball 
to left fortwo bases, although the visiting field- 
ers intentionally fumbled it until the old man 
got home. Anse would have been the third man 
out. 

Pittsburg’s runs were all made in the fourth. 
Gumbert let down in his pitching at this stage, 
and after grazing Carroll's shirt with the bali 
gave Dunlap an easy one for a base. Smith's 
hit over the wall netted the three runs.

The Drainage bill has been made the spe- 
cial order for Wednesday, the 15th. The 
28th the Legislature adjourns. Will Sena- 
tors and Representatives, with retainers, be 
abie to eat up in delays the few remaining 
days and thus kill the bill? The people be- 
lieve they have been promised high wages if 
tney do. Will they be able to earn them! 
That the object of the bil! is desirable has 
been shown. That it is not unconstitutional 
has been settled as well as anything can be 
this side of the Supreme Court. Henceforth 
it is by railroad money alone and the corrupt 
use of it that the bill can be beaten. The 
votes next week will ‘show whether it has 
been used and, perhaps, who got it. The 
scent will lead straight from the donor to the 
donee, and the record of the yeas and nays 
will furnish the rest of the proof. 


THE DRAINAGE BILL IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 

The argument of Mr. Jobn P. Wilson of 
this city before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee Thursday, wherein he pointed out the 
weakness of the so-called constitutional ob- 
jections which have been raised to the Drain- 
age bill, was so clear and so convincing that 
while those obstructionist Senators who 
raised these quibbles wouid not admit that 
they were wrong in their positions they yet 
utterly failed to answer him, and reluctantly 
permitted the bill to be reported back. The 
two points on which they seemed to lay the 
most stress were these: 

1. The bill provides that the district may raise 
funds both by special assessment and general 
taxation, whereas the Constitution seems to 
plainly exclude all methods of raising funds by 
such corporations except by special assessment. 
The bill, together with the amendments pro- 
posed by the Senate Committee on Waterways 
and Drainage, provides that all damages occa- 
sioned to real estate Dy reason of the 97 
work shall be paid out of the fund raised by gen- 
eral taxation, so that if the power to raise money 
by general taxation is held to be unconstitution- 
al no damages can be recovered at ali, because 
no fund can be raised. 

2. It 1s also uncertain as to whether, under the 
Constitution, the corporate authorities of the 
district can be given control and use of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan Canal to the extent proposed 
by the bill. 

The first pointis based on the assumption 
that the Drainage bill depends on the Thirty- 
first Section of the Fourth Article, which 
empowers the General Assembly to pass laws 
for the organization of drainage districts, 
the trustees of which shall have power to 
make levees, drains, and ditches, and to pay 
therefor only by special assessments on 
the property benefited. It is claimed that 
this section, which was adopted in 1878, 1s a 
limitation on the Ninth Secuon of the Ninth 
Article, which says: The General Assem- 
**bly may vest the corporate authorities of 
* cities, towns, and villages with power to 
„make local improveménts by special assess- 
„ment, or by special taxation of contiguous 
“property, or otherwise,” and that the Legis- 
lature cannot give to the Chicago Drainage 
District power to raise money by general tax- 
ation. 3 

To this Mr. Wilson replied that the bill was 
not based on the Drainage Article. That ap- 
plied, as all know, to the reclamation of 
lands, the drainage of swamps, and the pro- 
tection of river bottoms against overflow. 
It was for the benefit of real property (land), 
and therefore it was justly provided that the 
cost of an improvement should be paid by 
the landed property benefited, it being a 
problem easy of solution. To raise by spe- 
cial assessment the ten millions necessary to 
make the Chicago drainage channel would 
be an impossibility, for the benefits could 
not be apportioned. That was a work which 
was for the benefit of a milhon people, not 
so Many square miles of land. 

The amendment was a limitation docbtless 
on the previously unrestricted power of the 
Legislature, so far as these agricultural 
drainage districts were concerned, but it was 
no limitation on the powers given it concern- 
ing other corporations organized for differ- 
ent purposes. The second sentence or the 
Ninth Section of the Ninth Articlesaid: “For 
all other corporate purposes [than making 
* local improvemeats | all mucicipal corpora- 
**tions may be vested with authority to as- 
“sess and collect taxes.” The mention of 
cities, villages, and towns in that section did 
notdeprive the Legislature of the right to 
create other corporations for public pur- 
poses. What clause in the Constitution for- 
bade the creation of a corporation like the 
Chicago Drainage District? Since there was 
the power to create sucha corporation, there 
must necessarily also be the power to au- 
thorize it to levy taxes, else it would be a 
body without a soul. 

The bill under consideration was not one 
for the purpose of making a “local improve- 
ment.” Those words referred to sewers, 
street pavements, etc. It was to establish a 
municipal corporation for a specific public 
purpose—to meet a public need. Thus, in 
the same way, whatis known as the South 
Park District was created and its legality up- 
held by the Supreme Court. That was a 
class of municipal corporation not specific- 
ally mentioned in the present or the old Con- 
stitution, and yet it had been decided that 
the Legislature, with the approval of the 
people of the district, could create it and 
give it that taxing power without which a 
corporation is a nullity. That feature of the 
present bill which gave the right to raise 
money by special assessment was not abso- 
lutely esseutial, and could, if necessary, be 
cutout. Cases might occur along the line of 
the channel where it might be necessary to 
cut small side ditches, the cost of which 
should rightly be borne by special assessment 
on the property benefited. All such things 
were but incidentals, however. The vital 
point was: “ Had the Legislature, which can 
do whatever it is not specifically forbidden 
to do, power to create such a corpora- 
tion and give it the taxing power? If not, 
“why not?” No Senator answered him. 

As for the second point about the canal 
Mr. Wilson made short work of it. The Con- 
stitution provided that the canal should not 
be sold or leased without the consent of the 
people. The bill neither sold, leased, nor 
gave away the canal. It was true it gave 
the drainage trustees permission, if they 
saw fit, to use itor part of it. Whether they 
would see fit depended on the reports of the 
engineers, Ithad been said that possibly 
the drainage channel might follow the canal 
to Summit or even beyond. If it did, so much 
the better for the canal and the people, for 
that section of it would be deepened, widened, 
and improved in every way ‘so that the 
people would have more use from it than 
ever before. That was something the Con- 
stitution did not prohibit. It torbade the 
State enlarging the canal except from its 
surpius earnings, but that did not deprive it 
of the power to allow a benevolent individ- 


own expense. The use of the canal by 
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ual or corporation to enlarge it at his or its 


| that from Bridgeport to the point where 
boats locked out of the vhannel into the old 
canal there would be immensely improved 
navigation. 

Some of the other objections of the rail- 
road attorneys, and the Senators who sym- 
pathize with them, were referred to by Mr. 
Wilson, but with great brevity, for to state 
them is to disprove them, so ridiculous are 
they. He wisely limited himself to the chief 
point at issue, and he made that so clear 
that no one tried to lock horns. with him. 
Let this, then, be the end of factious talk 
about “constitutional obstacles.” The bill 
has to go to the Supreme Court before a 
bond is issued or a stroke of work done. It 
would have to go there though the legal wis- 
dom of both Houses were unanimous for it. 
The sum at stakeis too large, tne interests 
involved too great, to permit of any other 
course being taken. Leave it to the Supreme 
Court, then, which will speak as one hav- 
ing authority,“ to say what provisions if any 
in the bill are in conflict with tne organic 
law. The bar may talk, but it is the bench 


that must decide. 
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RAINFALL AND INDICATIONS. 

The long-coptinued drouth is broken. A 
storm centre appeared early this week north 
of Montana. It brought rain to the James 
and Red River Valleys, and has since ex- 
tended to take in much of the area west of 
the Mississippi, while this section received 
the welcome pluvial visitation yesterday. 
It was badly needed. The ground was 80 
badiy parched as to raise grave tears 
of general crop failure, and nothing but 
the hope that rain would come in the 
near future prevented a big uprush in the 
prices of grain in this market and others. 
It is many years since there was such an 
utter absence of atmospheric moisture in the 
West as has been experienced this spring. 

That drouth was a direct consequence of 
unusual dryness last-winter. Scarcely any 
snow fell on the Rockies or the great plains 
on this side of that mountain range. This 
meant a small supply of moisture to be evap- 
orated into cloud-making moisture in the air 
or drained off by the river systems. The re- 
sult is low lakes and rivers and a dry atmos- 
phere. The latter fact explains the failure 
uf predictions of rain in this city for several 
days. There was so little water in suspen- 
sion that it could not be dislodged except by 
an unusually wide difference of barometric 
pressure, and it is remarkable that the rains 
of this week were brought about by gradients 
so steep that they would have dropped the 
water in floods under ordinary conditions. 
Differences of nearly an inch in pressure 
have given less rain than is ordinarily caused 
by half that much of variation in the hight 
of the mercury in the regions of “low” and 
“high” on this continent. 

The factis of great interest by reason of 
its bearing on the question of probable rain 
supply in this part of the world during the 
remainder of the summer season. It would 
seem that little rain should be expected for 
the reason that the material is scanty in the 
sources whence it is usually drawn for the 
region between the Rocky and Alleghany 
ranges of mountains. The general eastward 
atmospheric flow of ‘the atmosphere in 
the North Temperate Zone brings to this 
section air from the Pacific Slope, but the 
moisture is nearly all wrung out of it in the 
passage over the Sierras and the Rockies by 
the reduction of temperature caused in trav- 
ersing the summits of those ranges. It must 
be recruited there or subsequently if it bring 
much moisture to this section. Also, if on 
reaching us it be warm, as a consequence of 
passing over heated ground, it cannot de- 
press to the rain dropping point the temper- 
ature of the air which comes to us from the 
Soutn laden with vapor from the Gulf of 
Mexico. The latter will pass over us, retain- 
ing its aqueous burden till it meets the 
mountains on the seaboard, or even till after 
it bas proceeded still further in its journey 
around the globe. 

The conditions to the west of us, as here 
referred to, indicate a probability that the 
coming summer will be a dryone in the 
Mississippi Valley and further east on this 
continent. If such be the case the rainfall 
of the present week will prove to be doubly 
precious as furnishing a large part of the 
supply of moisture out of which must be de- 
veloped the cereal yield of summer and fall. 
Human knowledge bas not yet risen to the 
point where it is warranted in predicting a 
dry or wet season, and the sign may fail this 
time, but itis a poor philosophy which refuses 
to accept a legitimate inference simply be- 


on the domain of prophecy. 


PROCTOR KNOTT ON THE SCOTCH-IRISH. 

The Americans of Scotch-Irishdescent who 
have been holding a celebration at Columbia, 
Tenn., were peculiar)y fortunate in tne time 
they selected to revive ancestral memories. 
During the discussions and speechmaking 
incident to the centenary of the Consti- 
tution public recollection was refreshed 
as to the vigorous and important part 
the Scotch-Irish played in the Revolution, 
and hence any gathering of the clans 
now hasa peculiar interest. The Scotch- 
Irish congress was fortunate, too, in its se- 
lection of an orator. Proctor Knott’s address 
was an elaborate and carefully reasoned ef- 
fort, in which he traced the development of 
the hardy vigor, the courage, vwbrift, and 
stubborn independence of the Scotch-Irish 
people through generations and centuries 
of almost incessant warfare. The address 
Was not mere panegyric and the orator did 
not omit mention of the occasional harsh 
features and weak points in the character of 
this peculiar people. But it was neverthe- 
less to that combative and tenacious spirit, 
long characteristic of the Scotch-Irish and 
an inheritance from generations of warring 
clans, that Proctor Knott pointed as a prime 
force in the establishment of American in- 
dependence and the breaking of the bonds 
of allegiance to Great Britain. The Scotch- 
Irish emigrants fought desperately on Amer- 
ican soil to avenge the injuries inflicted on 
them and their ancestors long before by 
Great Britain. In the American Revolution 
they sought redress from England for the 
test acts and nonconformity laws. They had 
brought with them to America “an undying 
hatred to the British Crownand a burning 


gratiflcation.“ Others would have compro- 
mised and patched up atruce with Great Brit- 
ain when the Whigs came into power, but 
with the Scotch-Irish it was war to the knife 
and nothing short of complete independence. 
Tney hailed the Revolution with joy, spurned 
every proposed compromise, and fought des- 
perately for severance from the British 
Crown. But for the vindictive spirit of the 
Scotch-Irishelement the Revolution might 
have ended without the establishment of 
American independence. . 

Admitting everything that has been 
charged as to the gloom, austerity, and in- 
tolerance of Scotch Presbyterianism Gov. 
Knott contends that the establishment of 
majority rule in the government of that 
church and the consequent fostering of the 
republican principle has had “effects upon 
the destinies of the English-speaking people, 
if not ultimately upon those of the general 
mass of mankind, beyond the fartnest com- 
pass of the imagination.” The development 
of majority rule, representative democracy 
and government by the consent of the gov- 
erned, in the Presbyterian Church, Gov. 
Knott holds, had & powerful influence in pro- 
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cause it is open to the suspicion of trenching

affairs. From the Scotch-Irish came inces- 
sant protests against the “divine right of 
Kings.” Gov. Knott gives great weight to 
the religious elemert in the character of the 
Scotch-Irish and attributes their *‘ stubborn 
adhesion to a religion whether under pre- 
lalid or Presbyterian auspices” and their 
“romantic reverence for the family tie,” 
together with other well marked peculiari- 


ing them through many generations. 


OPTION TRADING FORBIDDEN IN MISSOURL 

The bill to prohibit option trading in 
produce or stocks within the State of Mis- 
souri has receivea the signature of the 
Governor and is now a law. It is difficult to 
say just what was intended by the framers 
to be prohibited, or how it will be construed 
in the courts. But the fact that Gov. Francis 
has been for years at the head of a promi- 
nent grain dealing firm in St. Louis is sup- 
posed by some to mean that the bill is direct- 
ed-chiefly against trading in puts and calls,“ 
and will not seriously interfere with the 
business of legitimate trading for future de- 
livery. Unfortunately, the fact that the 
“grain merchants of that city are almost a 
unit in bitterly denouncing the measure 
proves nothing, as it has long been 
notorious that a large part of the grain 
trading there is little if any better than a 
bucket-shop business, in which the so-called 
commission man accepts, orders to buy or 
sell for others with the distinct understand- 
ing that their losses on any one transaction 
shall be limited to some small amount, gener- 
ally one cent per bushel. Any measure that 
will tend to limit the extent of this kind of 
operation may be unpleasant to the men who 
have made money by it, and may be regard- 
ed as an unwarrantable attempt to interfere 
with the rights and liberties of them and 
their customers, but would not seriously 
injure the reul merchant whose business it is 
to aid in transferring the produce of the 
country from the producer to the consumer. 

As reported here, however, the new law 
goes much farther than this. It is said to 
prohibit the striking of a balance between 
purchases and sales, rendering it imperative 
to deliver and pay for every parcel of grain 
or other movable property that may be sold 
or bought. According to this neither party 
to a transaction may change his attitude on 
the market unless to some other man than 
the one with whom he made the first trade. 
Under such a ruling buying and selling for 
future delivery must cease altogether or the 
process be rendered more expensive by re- 
quiring the intervention of others whose aid 
has not hitherto been necessary to the closing 
of such a transaction when actual delivery is 
avoided. The first state of tne case can 
hardly be submitted to without wiping out 
the-speculative business in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, and with ita large proportion 
of the buying and selling which result in 
actual receiving and shipment of property. 
The one is so much facilitated by the other 
that both must move nearly together so long 
as the speculative part can be transacted 
elsewhere outside the limits of the State. 
Hence it is fair to infer that either the new 


statute books, or thatits purport is misun- 
derstood here, or else that its passage will 
be followed by an exodus of the produve 
trade from St. Louis to the eastern side of 
the Mississippi and from Kansas City over 
the border westward. Did the sapient legis- 
lators contemplate such a.denouement when 
they enacted such a law? 


THE SAVINGS BANK BILL KILLED. 

The House, after having defeated the bill 
providing for the protection of those men 
who have put their savings into building and 
loan associations, yesterday knocked out the 
Savings Bank bill, the vote on which was 
yeas 46, nays 71, and thus decided that the 
people should not be allowed to say whether 
they were in favor of such a measure, and 
that the only pie where workingmen can 
deposit their sufplus earnings shall be these 
same unprotected building associations, 
many of which are so likely to go to smash 
when a panic comes. 

There appears to be a desire on the part of 
the House to push ahead and promote every 
demagogical and worthless measure which is 
claimed to be forthe good of labor, while 
those things which are really designed to 
help the workingman are mercilessly killed. 
This Savings Bank billis an excellent illus- 
tration. That such banks, established under 
a well- regulated system, are of peculiar value 
to the community no one denies. That IIli- 
nois has but a few, and they created by special 
charters and beyond thecontrol of the State, 
all know. That there has for years been a 
demand for asavings bank bill, that the 
subject has been fully discussed, and that the 
last General Assembly passed such a law is a 
matter of general knowledge. That it failed

THEY WILL SOON BE ERECTED 
WHITING, IND, 


AT 


Officials of the Company Declare That the 
New Refinery Will Be the Largest in 
the World—A New. York Man on the 
Dressed Beef War—R. Gd. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade—The Recent 
Break in Iron. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 10. —{Special.]—The of- 
ficials of the Standard Oil Company in this city 
have been mum over the move toward building 
a reflnery at or near Chicago. It was learned 
that the town at which this huge plant is to be 

erected is Whiting, Ind., seventeen miles this 

side of Chicago and just over the line from Illi 
bois, Superintendent Cowan of the Cleveland 
works is on the ground now superintend- 
ing the survey that is being made. fhe 
erection of the works will soon be begun, This 
is expected to be the largest refinery in the 
world and will look after the Western and South- 
western trade. The Cleveland plant willremain 
intact and will supply the Eastern trade. 
The officers for the new works have 
not been selected yet, but it is definite- 
ly decided that Mr. Cowan will have 
charge of them. The pipe line from Lima, O., 
has been completed six months, and from experi- 
ments made for the Standard here in Cleveland 
by a man named Van Dyke it has been found that 
this Ohio crude oil, which had been declared to be 
of little value comparatively, can be refined, and 
this will be the mission of this Whiting refinery. 
Already steam punches and sheet iron rollers 
have been shipped from the works here to Whit- 
ing. Mr. Cowan spent last Sunday and Monday 
| in this city, and expressed himselt as well satis- 
fied with the progress of the survey at Whiting. 
The offices will be located at Chicago, and many 
of the Cleveland force will be sent to fill them in 
the course of time and as the works grow toward 
completion. 


THE WAR ON DRESSED BEEF. 


A New York Doctor Thinks the Matter of 
National Importance. 

NEw YORK, May 10.—(Special.]—In speaking 
on the question of inter-State commerce in arti- 
cles of food Dr. Robert Grimshaw, who is per- 
fectly familiar with the subject, said it was real- 
ly one of National importance. 4s it is now,” 
said he, “ New York butchers object to allowing 
dressed beef to come into this market, although 
itis cheaper than that which we have here, and 
so far as the average citizen is able to see or the 
health force able to prove at least as good as 
that butchered here after the animals have been 
three days to a week crowded in uncomfortable 
cars and with little light, with improper tempera- 
ture, and with food and water given at infrequent 
intervals and in insufficient quantity. 

“The same objection,’’ continued Dr. Grim- 
shaw, “is made by the local buthers of Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul, and other Minnesota cities. In 
order to protect a few local tradesmen and deal- 
ersitis proposed to fence out dressed beef, and 
now we hear that there is to be introduced into 
the Illinois Legisiature a bill intended to pro- 
hibit the entering of any flour into that State 
unless the wheat from which it is made has been 
inspected by State oiticials appointed for the 
purpose. It would seem that whatis sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gander. lf it is rea- 
sonable to keep Illinois dressed beef from enter- 

ing New York City or Minneapolis itis reason- 
able to keep ö flour from entering 
Chicago.“ 


DUNS WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE, 


The Usual Consistency of Commercial Ac- 
tion Seems Lacking—Crop Prospects. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly 
review of trade says: It is the most prominent 
characteristic of the present situation through- 
out the country that the usual consistency of 
commercial action is lacking; transactions and 
results for some branches of business are highly 
satisfactory, and forothers much the reverse. 
Many irun-works are closing, for example, but 
many are doing remarkably well; many woolen 
mills are idle, but others are at work full time 
with fair profits. The approaching transition 
from one crop year to another, the recent change 
of Administration, the changes in the Iater-State 
law, and the rapid development of manufactures 
at the South are rr effects which cannot 
be fully measure 

Iron production has begun to decline, the out- 
put weekly of anthracite and bituminous May 1 
being only gy! be tons, a 1 of 4,324 tons 
weekly since ril 1. But the announcement 
by the . ron Company that it will supply 
No. 1 foundry at $16.50 at tidewater and gray 
forge at $15,or lower it necessary to meet Southern 
competition, is expected to accelerate the re- 
duction of output. The largest Virginia 
concern has reduced its price in re- 
turn, and Alabama iron has previously 
been selling here at $16. Prices are lower 
at Pittsburg also, but there is a better feeling in 
finished bamron there and at Philadelphia, and 
the demand for plate, pipe, sheet and structural 
iron continues satisfactory, 

The coal market is still unsettled. The wool 
market goes lower while waiting for adequate 
new supplies, and the. average ay 1 was 24.8 
cents against 244.8 cents April 1. The future de- 
pends upon the state of the dry-goods market, 
which is not now encouraging. The ootton 
manufacture is active and healthy. The trade in 
drugs and chemicals has become quite active, 
with collections excellent, but dye stuffs are dull. 

A speculative movement in bread stuffs has 
developed again, apparently based on the theory 
that, although the coming crop may be large, 
there will be enough actual scarcity in July be- 
fore new wheat comes forward freely to enable 
traders to unload. Wheat has vanced 112 
cents, corn 14% cents, and oats 1% cents, With an 
advance of 15 cents per 100 poundsin hogs and 
lard. Oil has declined 3% cents, and cotton a 
sixteenth, with sales of 678,000 bales here for the 
week. A speculative movement lifts rubber to 
65 cents for paraftine, but it is not supposed to 
have lasting force. 

The grocery trade has been active. In sugar 
the demand is confined to actual needs. In spite 
of some speculative advances the general aver- 
age of prices for commodities isa little lower 
than it was May 2. 

The stock market ends at exactly the average 
of u week ago, the default in the St. Louis & 
Arkansas being the more prominent cause of the 
recent weakness, But the large exports of gold, 


$0,000,000 by the Treasury since May 3 also have 
had some effect. A sharp demand for money at 
Cleveland causes a slight stringency. 

The outlook in the Northwest is regarded much 
more confidently since the recent ruins. Every- 
where the crop prospects are encouraging, with 
the season more advanced than usual and the 
acreage in wheat considerably increased. 

The business failures number 227, us compared 
with 214 last week and 213 the week previous, 
For the corresponding week of last year the fig- 
ures were 200. 


THE BREAK IN PIG-IRON, 


Effect of the Thomas Iron Company's Re- 
cent Reduction of $1.50 Per Ton.

The most striking feature in the iron trade the 
last tew days has been a out“ of $1.50 per ton 
in the price of foundry pig-iron by the Thomas

been looked for and discounted, but the addition- 
al 50 cents decline, which was foreshadowed x- 
clusively in the Hulletin, took the trade by sur- 
prise and has made matters exceedingly dis- 
agreeable for the many *‘ cheap Johns“ who have 
appeared in the market latterly... The “cheap” 
houses have calculated upon $17 for No. 1 X 
Thomas and an opportunity to secure $16.50 or 
thereabouts for their goods, but they are now 
driven to taking $16 or less for their best goods 
or quittiag the market. The change has not been 
made long enough to admit of its full effect bein 
measured, but the probabilities are that it wil 
lead ultimately toa considerable reduction in 
output and suspension of the much too rapid 

rogress in the erection of new pig iron plants. 

u other brancnes of the iron trade there have 
been no new developments of importance, Bust- 
ness is slow, more or less d:sappointing in nearly 
every department, and values continue rather 
weak throughout. 

A quite extensive speculation in pig lead 
(mainly outside the Metal Exchange) and a fur- 
ther drop in the price of pig tin have figured as 
the conspicuous features of the metal market. 
The lead speculation, with its rise to 8% cents in 


duty assessed upon lead imported in silver ores. 
The break in tin is merely sympathetic with the 
continued downward tendency to the value of 
the article in London. Copper has remained 
stagnant, all hands awaiting the arrival of the 
mining magnates now on the way from Europe,

TAINKS IT WAS DR. CRONIN’S BODY. 


A Detective’s Theory About the Corpse 
That Was in the Trunk. 

One of the detectives at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station advanced the following 
theory on the body contained in the trunk. 

“IT shouldn’t be at all surprised,” said he 
last evening, it the body in the trunk was 
not that of a woman at ali, but that of Dr. 
Cronin. There is absolutely nothing to 
lead me to believe that the body was 
that of a woman. Woodruff says he 
thinks it was, but he bases his opin- 
ion upon the remarks he heard and 
from which he drew his conclusions.

It was identified as Dr. Cronin’s by the 
Conklins and James F. Scanlan,’”’ returned 
the detective.

HAS DR. CRONIN BEEN IN CANADA? 


He Is Thought to Have Been Seen in Toron- 
to—A Woman in the Party. 

Toronto, Ont., May 10.—[Special.]—While 
the press of the continent is filled daily with 
columns of sensation relative to Dr. P. H. 
Cronin, the missing physician of Chicago, 
and while his anxious friends are holding 
meetings to devise means tor recovering his 
body and offering a reward for him, that dis- 
tinguished individual is taking a trip in 
Canada and enjoying the advantage of being 
the best advertised doctor on the continent.

Two or three men have already 
spoken to me in the same way.“ 

‘*‘T am sorry, doctor, but I only wish to say 
afew words to you, and unless you consent 
I shail be under necessity of calling a police- 
man.“ 

„Speak to him. I guess he’s a reporter.“ 
suggested his companion, whom your corre- 
spondent then remembered having seen in 
the city a few days ago ata hotel kept by a 
Chicago man who is living here under an as- 
sumed name, having been connected with 
the Cook County Hospital frauds in which 
ex-Chief of Police McGarigle, now stopping 
here at the Rossin House, was the most 
prominent figure.

A Cruise Around the Worid. 

News has reached the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
that the steel cruisers Chicago, Boston, Atlanta, 
and Yorktown: are to be fitted out as a flying 
squadron and sent on a cruise around the world. 
It is thought that the squadron will sail as soon 
as the Yorktown receives her battery. The ves- 
sel can quickly run to Washington and take 
aboard six of the six-inch rifles now awaiting 
consignment there. It is said that Commodore 
Walker will command the squadron, and that

The cruise is ortefly outlined as commencing 
with a run from New York to Queenstown, then 
around the British Islands, up the North Sea 
and Baltic to St. Petersburg, back again to 
Portsmouth, England; across to Cherbourg. 
France; thence down the French coast, visiting 
Brest; over to Spain, and down the Portuguese 
coast, touching at Oporto and Lisbon, and 
theace to the Straits of Gibraltar. Commenc- 
ing with the * Rock the cruise will extend all 
around the Mediterranean, the squadron cross- 
ing to Tangier before starting for the eastward, 
and then starting for N way of the Suez 

u leaving the Levan 6 
92 India odes the squadron will touch at 
Bombay. Colombo, Madras, Calcutta, Singapore, 
Bangkok. Siam, Aechen, the Australian ports, 
Hong Kong. Shanghai, and Yokohama, From 
Japan the feet would travel the Pacific to Hono- 
lulu, and thence to San Francisco. On replenish- 
ing supplies at the Mare island Yard the squad- 
ron will steam down the California coast, touch- 
ing at all the South American ports, and, passing 
through the Straits of Magellan, will come north 
on the east coast of South America. Montevideo, 
Bahia, and Rio Janeiro will come in fora share 
of attention, and then the West Indies. One of 
the British depots will probably be the last port 
fore making home.

arduous task of satisfying the personal de- 
Mands made upon him by inconsiderate 
aspirants for office, whether friend or 
stranger. 

An experience of a few days ago illustrated 
the daily labors of receiving personal calis 
and according personal interviews. A gen- 
tleman called at the departmeat just before 
the Secretary was taken sick, and handed 
a certain paper to his private secretary 
for Mr. Biaine’s signature. It was 10 
o'clock in the morning. The gentleman 
Was requested to take a seat in the 
ante-room. The crowd in the Secretary's 
office was so great that he was cut off from 
his desk and could not get to it until 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. For four hours he was 
kept on his feet listening to appeals for dip- 
lomatic and consular places and his assist- 
ance in securing places in other departments. 
He then was forced to examine and sign the 
enormous department mail. 

A person in the full vigor of health would 
find this sort of usage day after day a heavy 
tax. It is, therefore, not to be wondered at 
that Mr. Blaine is not improved in healtu by 
the cares of official duty. The physicians 
say that Mr. Blaine must either take more 
rest or he cannot expect to rally in health. 

There have been rumors of Mr. Blaine’s re- 
tirement from the Premiership if he cannot 
find more time for rest. It is his present plan 
to leave Washington with his family just as 
soonas he can consistent with the comple- 
tion of the reorganization of the consular 
and diplomatic list. : 

Those who are with Mr. Blaine almost con- 
stantiy are particularly struck with his loss 
of ambition. As he 1s remembered in the 
ascending greatness of his brilliant career 
as Representative, Speaker, Senator,Premier, 
and Presidential candidate his present indif- 
ference to public avpluuse and possible pro- 
motion yet before him is a subject of sad 
comment and speculation. The Premier of 
1889 is not the Premier of 1881. Then 
in the few brief months of the 
Garfield Administration he was the dominat- 
ing spirit in public movements and adminis- 
trative details. Had the tragedy of the ral- 
road station not occurred Biaine would have 
been President in fact, if not in name. 

Those who are not familiar with the actual

condiuons are exhibiting their lack of in- 


formation by parading imaginary differences 
between the President and his Premier. 
Between tbe two the greatest harmony pre- 
vails. The contrast between 1881 and 1889 is 
not one of conflicting views, but of radically 
changed ideas of things on the part of Mr. 
Blaine. The altered manner of Mr. Blaine is 
a matter of public remark.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, and some of them decidedly slow. 
The room traders were uncertain with respect 
to the value of the recent rainfall in the West. 
and disposed to bold off for further infgrmation 
in regard to its effects upon the growing crops. 
This attitude was encouraged by the ecxpcctation 
that the Government report of crop conditions 
would be made pubiic at the close of the day. 
At the same time it was felt that the value of the 
document will be problematical for the reason 
that it will be based on the observation of condi- 
tions which obtained previous to the rainfall of 
this week. 

Severai operators in the wheat pit sold on the 
news of rain in the West, and found the market 
did not decline as they expected. An observer 
who saw their rush to cover remarked that they 
had been long on showers, but short on wheat. 

Snow in Denver and a midsummer tempera- 
ture in Chicago are decidedly contrastive facts, 
The season could scarcely be more irregular 
than it has been thus far. 

Some cable advices quote India wheat lower 
in England and New York sent word that the 
export business there had been cut short by the 
advance ip prices in this city. Butit is hard to 
tell what that export business has amounted to 
in the recent past. Some close observers here 
are inclined to regard it asa racket that has 
been worked by New York speculators for the 
purpose of making a series of successful scalps 
in this market. 

A cargo of 24,000 bu No. 2 red winter wheat 
was sold here yesterday for shipment to Cleve- 
land, The purchaser had to buy an equal quan- 
tity for May aud give with it a premium of ic 
per bu. 

A dispatch from a usually well posted man in 
Minneapolis says that 15@40 per cent of the seed 
wheat in the Northwest was blown outof the 
ground by the recent wind storms. Also that the 
ground was so dry as to require soaking rains to 
do real good, They have not had such rains yet. 

Dealers in corn in this city are canvassing the 
probability of having totake careof the corn 
now in store in St. Louis and under orders to go 
there from country points. They do not see how 
it can be held without some kind of speculative 
trading suchas is forbidden by the new law 
against trading in grain futures. 

Word comes from men in the Northwest that 
severe damage to the wheat crop along the line 
of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad is being 
kept by the officials of the line as quiet as possi- 
ble. Also great damage to the winter wheat by 
firing and insects is reported to have occurred 
further South, which cannot be remedied by 
rain, though the fallen moisture will do great 
good to such of the wheat as is not already 
ruined by the agencies named. 

Sioux Falls. Dak., reports soaking rains and 
that every crop is now especially promising.“ 

New York reports 88,000 bu corn taken for ex- 
port, and the reselling of some wheat that had 
been bought Thursday for export. New Orleans 
has shipped 16,000 bu corn to Liverpool and 20,000 
bu to Havre. 

The receipts of wheat in Liverpool during the 
last three days reported were 288,000 bu, of which 
only 3,000 bu were from Atlantic ports of the 
United States.

It contains the Declara- 
tion of Independence, 1776; the Constitution 
of the United States, 1789; Washington’s 
first inaugural, 1789; Washington’s second 
inaugural, 1793; Washiugton’s farewell al- 
dress; Lincoin’s first inaugural, 1861; Lin- 
coin’s second inaugural, 1865; and the 
Gettysburg address. Washington’s farewell 
uddress is reprinted from the original manu- 
script, with the alterations and revisions. 
An index to the Constitution closes the vol- 
ume. These selections may be fairly consid- 
ered as embodying the ideals of the Repub- 
lic, and in this convenient and attractive 
form ought to find a place in every library.

William A. Wheeliler’s “ Dictionary of the 
Noted Names of Fiction,’’ when it first ap- 
peared in 1865, was eagerly weicomed by 
readers of general literature and has been in 
constant demand ever since, as is evidenced 
by the fact that the present is the nineteenth 
edition of the work. To Mr. Charles G. 
Wheeler, a nephew of the late William A.

The author 
has made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject and presents an array of facts 
in regard to the glaring evils, incongruities, 
and informalities of divorce as practiced in 
the United States that will certainly serve to 
direct public attention to the necessity for 
reform and the advisability of uniform mar- 
riage and divorce laws throughout the United 
States and Territories. | 

The ceremonies necessary to a valid mar- 
riage in the different States and Territories 
are set forth, and these vary from the strict- 
ness of Maryland to the laxity of New York. 
The laws vary equally wide as to who can 
contract valid marriages. The causes for 
divorce inthe different States are shown to 
vary from the prohibition of all divorce in 
South Carolina or from the strictness of 
New York to the laxity of Washington. All 
these points are clearly and forcibly pre- 
sented and backed by references to judicial 
decisions. The number of divorces in the 
United States and Territories, according to 
official statistics, has increased from 9,937 in 
1867 to 25,535 in 1886,a fact that in,itself 
ought to direct public attention to the dangers 
that threaten tne sanctity ot home, so neces-

In the selection of cases 
preference is given, upon all subjects, 
to the decisions of the Supreme Court and 
the Circuit Courts of the United States, and, 
next, to those of the higher courts of the 
States. References are made to useful arti- 


‘cles in the law periodicals and short bio- 


graphical accounts given of the most widely 
read of law writers. The dictionary is in- 
tended for both the student and the learned 
practitioner and hence includes more ele- 
mentary matter than is usually found in 
works of this class, and in fact it may be said 
to err from fullness as the meaning of many 
of the abbreviations, words, and Latin terms 
may be ascertained from general diction- 
aries.

SEMI-MONTHLY PAYMENT OF WAGES, 


Lengthy Discussion of the House Bill to 
Protect the Workingmen, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—[Special.]— 
Nearly the entire time of the Senate was 
taken up this morring in considering the 
House bill abolishing the truck system by 
providing for a semi-monthiy payment of 
wages in lawful money. The bill was on the 
order of second reading and was called up 
by Senator Burke, and an effort by Senator 
Pierce to have its further consideration 
made the special order for next Thursday 
failed, whereupon numerous amendments 
were offered. The effect of these was to 
have the bill apply to railroads and all busi- 
ness firms employing ten persons or more, as 
well as to persons engaged in manufactur- 
ing, mining, and quarrying, and caused a 
spirited debate, which was participated 
in by Senators Berry, Pierce, Burke, Fuller, 
Johns, Hadley, and Chapman. Senator Johns 
ably supported the bill and was opposed to 
any amendments being attached toit. Sen- 
ator Burke claimed that during the last two 
General Assemblies there had been no labor 
legisiation, and when this statement was 
called in question he said he could prove 
the assertion be Gov. Fifer, who regretted 
that there had been none as much as auy 
member on the floor of the Senate. When 
Senator Crawford introduced an amendment 
providing that the railroads should also be 
required to make semi-monthly payments 
Senator Fuller asked him if he would sup- 
port the bill ii the amendment was adopted. 
ihe Senator from tne Second District re- 
plied that he would cross that bridge when 
he came to it and afterward he concluded 
that he would vote for the measure if id was 
amended as he proposed. All the amend- 
ments were voted down by the friends of the 
bill and it was advanced to the order of third 
reading, and will eventually pass. Messrs. 
McLaughiin, Ross, and other members of 
the House representing mining districts 
were in the chamber during the discussion 
and were interested and attentive listeners 
to the speeches. The bill provides that every 
corporation and every individual or firm em- 
ploying ten or more persons in manu- 
facturing, mining, or quarrying’ shall 
pay to each -of their employés whose 
monthiy compensation, or the aggregate of 
whose wages during the month does not 
exceed $100, allsuch wages that have accrued, 
in full at least twice a month, and at semi- 
monthly intervals. When such wages are 
not paid as provided, and are withheid>for 
seven days after the expiration of the semi- 
monthly period, suit can be brought for the 
recovery thereof, and there sball be added to 


the amount of wages found due and inciuded’ 


in any judgment rendered in favor ot the em- 
plové 20 per cent of the amount of wages 
found due, 


REPRESENTATIVE COMBS WAS ANGRY, 


He Denounces the Man Who Said He Drank 
Ali the Water Out of a Finger Bowl. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—[Special.]— 
Representative Combs of Bond County has a 
grievance against a Springfield newspaper 
that accused him of having been guilty of a 
gross breach of propriety atarecent state 
dinner. It stated that he had drank all the 
water out of a finger bow! while under the 
impression that it had been placed before 
him for that purpose, and to set himseif right 
he had the article read from the Clerk’s desk 
this morning. The members enjoyed its con- 
tents, but Mr. Combs was angry and in de- 
nouncing the writer he used some 
unparliamentary language. In reply to that 
infamous article,“ said he as he gesticulated 
wildly, “I wish to say that it was dated 
April 13, whereas I did not attend the state 
dinner atthe Executive Mansion until April 
25. It is a lie out of whole cloth, and the 
man who wrote it is a biackmailer of the 
worst cast. If this earth was raked for liars 
—if the liars in hell below us were searched 
and the ashes sifted—no more infamous, in, 
fernal, or base liar could be found in the 
grand roundup than the author of that arti- 
cle.

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS, 


Senator Monahan's Reasons for Opposing 
the Bill Providing for State Inspection. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ] —-As the successful Building and Loan 
Association law originated in my district, one of 
its authors being my predecessor, the Hon. 
Miles Kehoe, it is natural that I should defend 
its record, and, if possible, defeat tinkering with 
the law. which THE TRIBUNE Of May 8 credits 
me with doing, : 

The law for the incorporation of building asso- 
ciations was based on the law of Pennsylvania, 
where it had been in successful action for over 
twenty-five years, and where no State super- 
vision was either demanded or required. Noone 
can point out to me where a dollar has been-lost 
to un association organized and carried on under 
the laws of tne State of Illinois, while millions 
have been lost to banks and insurance companies 
under State and National inspection. 

But in face of this record for financial sound- 


ness and absolute security we find a half-dozen 


bills pressed before this General Assembly to 
regulate these associations. This demand is not 
coming from the members, but from the bankers, 
the brokers, and money-lenders, Whose business 
is seriously injured by the successful working of 
the poor man's bank. The business of these 
associations is carried on in the German, Bo- 
hemian, and Danish languages, and it is impossi- 
ble for tnem to make these reports, and would be 
impossible for them to comply with this law 
without having English-speaking officers and 
keeping a double set of books. They make satis- 
factory reports to themselves, the same as any 
company. They are not responsible to the pub- 
lic. You cannot get an unpaid Auditing Com- 
mittee to swear to the absolute accuracy to a 
cent of returns involving millions every few 
years. It would require a continuous session of 
such a committee. They would have to check 


an intelligent report.

GENERAL NEWS FROM SPRINGFIELD. 


The Drainage Pill Made a Special Order in 
the Senate for Wednesday. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago Drainage bill has been made a spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday. This was 
done in the Senate this morning on motion of 
Senator McMillan, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Waterways and Drainage. Sena- 
tors Shumway, Johns, and Leeper objected 
to giving unanimous consent to the bill being 
made a special order, and Senator Fuller 
said it was on the calendar on the order of 
unfinished business and might be reached 
Tuesday. Senator McMilian acknowledged 
that while this might be true he tnought it 
best that the bill be made a special order, so 
that its friends and opponents might know 
when it was coming up. He therefore moved 
that the rules be suspended and the bill made 
a special order of the date named. The mo- 
tion to suspend the rules was put and carried, 
the only negatives heard being from Sena- 
tors Leeper and Shumway. 


Industrial Home for the Blind, 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil, May 10.—|Special.]— 
When the House bill repealing the act creat- 
ing the Industrial Home for the Blind was 
reported in the Senate this morning Senator 
Burke sought to have it referrea to a com- 
mittee, but this was objected to by Senator 
Johus, who said the act ought to be repealed 
so that the $100,000 appropriated for the home 
could revert into the State Treasury. Owing 
to the refusal of the Governor to appoint the 
trustees the act had never been operative. 
Senator Burke alieged that the Governor was 
about to appoint the trustees when this bill 
was introduced in the House, and had re- 
cently informed him thatif the bill did not 
pass he would appoint them. Senator Se- 
crest was opposed toa reference of tue bill. 
The Senate refused to refer, and the bill was 
sent to second reading. 


Killed the Savings Bank Bill. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
Savings Bank bill was killed in the House 
today because some of the Grangers objected 
to having the deposits exempt from taxation. 
This was the only argument that was urged 
against the bill, but it was an effective one. 
Allen of Scott advanced it, ard the speeches 
of Messrs. Crafts, Paddock, Wells, Stoskopf, 
Reynolds, and Hunter could not offset it. 
The farmers thought they were doubly taxed 
now and that there were too many bank de- 
posits exempt now, and by a vote of 46 yeas 
to 71 bays the bill was sent to its grave. 


Wants to Start a Bank. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
Crawford Primary bill was reud a first time 
in the House today and recommitted to the 
Committee on Elections. An enterprising 
gentleman has written Auditor Pavey for the 
necessary authority to start a savings bank

At the trap a short prayer 

was delivered by the Rev. T. B. Horn, after 

which all joined in singing. The Rev. T. B. 

Horn read a chapter from the Book of Job. 

The Rev. Thomas K. Hanks offered prayer. 

The noose was adjusted at 9:40. John Mat- 

thews then said he nad nothing to say, but 

called on all who were willing to help his lit- 
tle oues to hold up their hands. Nearly every 
one in his sight held up his hand. 

The black caps were adjusted at 9:51. At 
9:53 the drop fell. John Matthews fell pray- 
ing. The stretch of the rope let all fall to 
the ground. The rope broke and Willam 
Walker fell loose, and lay tnere struggiing 
and groaning. He talked for three minutes 
when he was taken up by the Sheriff and 
deputies on the scaffold. Dave Walker was 
drawn up and died in about fifteen minutes.

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OUR NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM. 
— 
Some Interesting Statistics in Regard to 
Ite Rapid Growth. 

New York Commercial Bulletin: There is, 
perhaps, no subject of Federal legislation 
that has suffered so much or so unjustly 
from sectional prejudice and hostility as the 
National banking system. For years the 
fact that a measure was known to be accept- 
able to the banking interests has been suffi- 
cient to provoke unreasoning opposition in 
Congress forinidable enough to endanger its 
passage. Financial legislation has for a 
long time been framed in a spirit of antag- 
onism to the banks, and the National bank- 
ing system has continued subject to restric- 
tions imposed when the project was an ex- 
periment and when little was knowa of the 
principles by which it is governed. of 

Of late the fact has attracted attention 
that the National banking system has been 
spreading most rapidly in the West and 
South, but even yet the extent to which this 
is true is only dimly perceived. The follow- 
ing table shows the number of National 
Banks in operation in each State and Terri. 
tory at the close of the calendar years 1883 
and 1887, and the number organized during 
the calendar year 1888: 3

It will be observed that of 122 National 
banks organized during the last year about 
tive-sixtns were in the West und South and 
only one-sixth in the Middle and Eastern 
States. It will be seen also that, of an in- 
crease of 664 in the total number of National 
banks during the last five years, only 76, or 
less than one-eighth, have been organized in 
the Eastern or Middle States, while 588 have 
been organized 3 the West and 
South. Of the 122 new National banks organ- 
ized during the last year, not one was in the 
City of New York, Philadeiphia, or Balti- 
more; only one in Boston, and few in any 
other large cities. Pennsylvania was the 
only Middle or Eastern State in which the 
number of new banks was large, and of 
these all but one in Pittsburg were located 
in small towns. 

The secuonal prejudice against the Nation- 
al banking system presumably arose from 
the fact that up to five years ago about one- 
third of the. total number of banks were 
located in three States— New York, Pennsy!- 
vania, and Massachusetts. Itis interesting 
to note that of the 664 new banks added to 
the system from 1883 to the close of 1888 more 
than one-third were confined to three States 
—but that these States were Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Texas. During the current 
year the formation of new banks 
has been more rapid than during 1888, and 
the proportion of Western and Southern 
banks still larger. What the Nationai bank- 
ing system has done in the past for the East- 
ern and Middle States it is now doing for the 
West and South, despite the obstacles im- 
posed by restrictions and burdens maintained 
by hostile Western and Southern sentiment 
in Congress. What the National banking 
system has done for the great cities it is now 
seeking to do for the small towns, and its 
growth is almost exclusively among these; 
and yet it is from the Representatives of the 
States and locahties which have most inter- 
est ip the development of the svstem that 
the most unyielding opposition has come, 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN MILWAUKEE, 


A New Steel Plant for Bay View—An Illicit 
Still Captured—Minor Mention. 

Mitwavukez, Wis., May 10.—|Special.]— 
With the consolidation of the three big iron 
companies of the West comes a report that 
the new company has about decided to build 
a steel plant in connection with its Bay View 
Rolling-Mills in this city.
